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GENERAL REPORT OF THE BOARD. 



The following is presented as the Fifteenth Keport of the 
State Board of Health covering the biennial period ending 
September 30, 1894, as required by the oyganic law establish- 
ing the Board and other special acts relating thereto. The 
report embraces the following topics:

During the j)ast two years the reputation of the state of 
Wisconsin, as a healthy state, has continued, and while epi- 
demic diseases have prevailed in ditferent parts of the state, 
no extensive epidemic has existed. 

The Board desires to call especial attention to that portion 
of the ScH^retary's rex)ort relative to Vital Statistics, and to 
repeat what has been formerly urged by this Board, that it 
is of very great importance that our laws be so amended as 
to make these statistics more perfect. The state covers a 
larg(» a rem of territory, and cities and villages are rapidly be- 
ing organized, and correct statistics are of the most vital im- 
jKHtance to the welfare, growth, prosperity, and complete 
understanding of the state and its affairs. 

Tlie 15oard also desires to call especial attention to the 
report to the legislature concerning the condition of the 
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Menominee and Kinnickinnic river districts, and the im- 
portance of taking immediate steps to relieve the unsanitary 
condition existing in those districts, and it would here em- 
phasize what is said in that report relative to the importance 
of a mandatory provision of law relating thereto. 

The Board also urges that the Contingent fund, established 
by legislative act tw^o years ago to be used for the prevention 
of Cholera, and other dangerous contagious diseases, be con- 
tinued. As that fund, which was then established, not hav- 
ing been used by this Board reverts back to the state treas- 
ury, it will be necessary to pass another bill, setting aside 
a fund for this purpose, during the session of the present legis- 
lature. While the state has been free from Cholera during 
the past two years, the Board do^s not deem it wise to neg- 
lect any precaution relative to the future, as the disease may 
appear in our midst any year for a number of years to come. 
Dr. Koch, of Berlin, in a recent address relating to Cholera 
in Europe, stated : 

"I think it is more necessary to emphasize the efficacy of 
the measures we have adopted, as we may certainly count 
on more Cholera years. Our experience shows us that it has 
generally lasted ten years before the Cholera has disappeared 
from Europe.'' 

The opinion of this great authority on the subject is coin- 
cided in by a majority of leading Sanitarians of the world, 
and it is of the utmost importance that the state should be 
prepared to meet this enemy should it make its appearance 
at any time. Knowing what we do concerning this disease, 
it will be an easy matter, it is believed, to control it very 
quickly should it appear, providing sufficient means are at 
command for the purpose, hence, legislation appropriating a 
fund for this purpose and continuing it, is of the most vital 
importance to the state. 

The Small Pox outbreak in this state, beginning in January, 
1894, has caused much anxiety in different sections, but gen- 
erally the disease hasi^^tt been met with efficient sanitary ser- 
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vice and lias not been allowed to make marked headway in 
but few localities. 

The vaccination rule promulgated by this Board, requiring 
vaccination of all school children before being allowed to be 
enrolled as pupils in either public or private schools, has been 
very generally observed throughout the state, and it is be- 
lieved much has been done by this means to prevent the 
spread of Small Pox. In some localities, however, strange 
as it may seem, active and persistent opposition to vaccination 
exists, and we fear that the result of an outbreak in such lo- 
calities would be very disastrous. In this connection we com- 
mend a careful perusal of the paper on "Some Points Relating 
to Vaccination," by Dr. C. H. Marquardt, a member of this 
Board, which appears in connection with this report. 

We also desire to call especial attention to the article on 
"School Hygiene," which is a report of the committee ap- 
pointed by the American Medical Association to consider 
this subject, which report was made at the meeting of that 
Association, held in Milwaukee, in 1893. The results of that 
committee's work have been generally accei)ted by sanitarians 
throughout the country, and it contains most valuable informa- 
tion for every one interested in school sanitation.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



To the State Board of Health: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to present the following re- 
port as your Secretary and executive officer, for the biennial 
period ending September 30, 1894. 

Having assumed the duties of Secretary the first of July 
last, there is but a small amount of the report gleaned from 
the records since my advent to office. Much labor has been 
spent in examining past records and correspondence to my 
predecessor in office in making up the present report, and an 
attemi>t has been made to give as correct and condensed a 
report as the space allowed by law would permit. 

After a faithful stewardship of eighteen years, Dr. J. T. 
Reeve, of Appleton, tendered his resignation as Secretary to ' 
take effect July 1st, 1894, at which time the office of the Sec- 
retary was removed from Appleton, where it had been located 
since the organization of the Board, to Milwaukee. As a par- 
tial recognition of the services of Dr. Reeve, the Board, at 
a special jneetingl in June, 1894, adopted the following pre- 
amble and resolutions: 

Whereas, J. T. Reeve, M. D., beiag about to retire from 

the i)osition of Secretary of the Wisconsin State Board of 

Health, which position he has occupied since the organization 

of th^ Board; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, That we, his colleagues, express our appreciation 
of his faithful and efficient services as executive officer of this 
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Board, and of Ms meritorious ad zealous labors in the cause 
of Sanitation. 

Resolved^ That in our opinion the citizens of this common- 
wealth are greatly indebted to Dr. Eeeve for his eighteen 
jears of untiring devotion in the work of organizing and aid- 
ing local boards of health throughout the state. 

Resolved^ That while we regret the loss of his invaluable 
services as Secretary of our Board, we rejoice in his well- 
earned reputation as a Sanitarian and with him in his much 
needed rest, and express our heartiest good wishes for his 
future prosi)erity, happiness, and long life, hoping and trust- 
ing that his anticipated journey abroad may result in both 
pleasure and profit and a safe return. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be spread upon our records 
by the incoming Secretary and published in the next biennial 
report of this Board, and that a copy, officially executed, be 
forwarded to Dr. Reeve.

In January, 1894, Dr. A. D. H. Thrane resigned and Dr. 
Henry Day, of Eau Claire, was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

Dr. S. C. Johnson having served on the Board for ten years, 
his time having expired and he declining a re-appointment. 
Dr. J. W. Hancock, of Ellsworth, was appointed to fill the 
vacancv.

Special committes have been appointed from time to time 
for special duties of which reports have already been made to 
yon at meetings of the Board. 

Since my advent to office, I have found the duties laborious 
and exacting, having had since the outbreak' of Small Pox in 
the state an unusual amount of correspondence both relat- 
ing to that disease and vaccination, which has occupied a great 
deal of time and required much thought and labor. There 
are other matters continually arising in the state concerning 
which local health authorities require advice from the State 
Board of Health and your executive officer is constantly ap- 
.pealed to for opinions, both legal and sanitary, which require 
exact and painstaking replies. This work is adding very ma- 
terially to the duties of the office and it is apparent that be- 
fore long, to carry on the present work that is demanded, to 
say nothing of entering into new work in different channels^ 
which certainly should be considered at an early date, the 
clerical force of the Secretary's office must be increased. This 
of course will require an increase in the appropriation for the 
use of this Board. 

LOCAL BOARDS OF HEALTH. 

The law requires that the town board, village board, or 
common council of every town, village or city, in this state, 
shall within thirty days after each annual election organize 
a board of health. This law is mandatory and is very gen- 
erally observed. In 1893 there were some over 1,100 boards 
of health organized, and in 1894 there existed in the state 
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^ boards liave organized and a health officer has been appointed, 
the report of its organization having been received from the 
town, city, or village clerk, in communicating with the health 
officer the Secretary has been informed that the health offi- 
cer was not aware of his appointment, showing that he had 
not been notified and had not qualified as required by law. 
In such cases the health officer of course does not legally ex- 
ist and has no power under the law to act. 

STATISTICS PERTAINING TO CONTAGIOUS OR INFEC- 
TIOUS DISEASES. 

Undei>*hg''''exi^ting laws ther-fftSfistics, relati^eto births 
ap^d^eaths, are practlWlllyuseless in 'thirlState as, outside 
of some of the larger places, no burial permits are required, 
and it is not known how many persons died, or of what dis- 
eased they died, and no records are kept. Efforts, in times 
past, on the part of this Board to encourage legislation requir- 
ing a more complete return of births and deaths have thus 
far, been fruitless, but the time certainly has come when great 
efforts should be made to secure better legislation in relation 
to this important matter. The statistics, therefore, that are 
given here are mere estimates and not in any degree accurate. 
Blank circulars were sent to the health officers of every local 
board of health in the state for the purpose of obtaining as 
correct data as possible relative to the number of cases of, 
and deaths from, contagious and infectious diseases, as well 
a^ other data. From over 1,100 circulars sent out in 1<S03 to 
the different boards of health but 503 made returns; in 1804 
circulars were sent to 1,183 local boards of health with 618 
returns. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

During the past two years this disease has appeared in 
several places in the state in epidemic form, but during the 
past year it has been less prevalent and less fatal than in 
the preceding year. It is estimated from the reports received 
from the 593 places in 1893, that there existed 2,339 
oases, 638 of which were fatal, giving a mortality of 
27.2 per cent.; while in 1894, from returns received from 648 
different localitiesi there existed 1,782 oases, 442 of which were 
fatal, giving a mortality of 24.8 per cent. It is evident from 
the reports received that in the majority of instances very 
effective measures are taken to control its spread and on 
the whole with very encouraging results. 

SCABLET FEVER. 

Scarlet Fever has appeared in a mild form in many locali- 
ties throughout the state during the past two years and from 
the 593 reports received from boards of health in 1893, it is 
estimated that 2,374 cases existed, 172 of which were fatal, 
giving a mortality of 7.2 i>er cent., and in 1894, from the 648 
reports received there were 2,090 cases, 98 of which were fatal, 
giving a mortality of 4.2 per cent. 

TYPHOID FEVER. 

During the year from September 30, 1892, to September 
30, 1893, the total number of cases of TAT[)lioid Fever reiK>rted 
from the 593 localities were 902, 172 of which were fatal, giv- 
ing a mortality of 19 \nn' cent.; while from September 30, 1893, 
to Septemlx-r 30, 1S94, from the (U8 places rei)orting, 1,218 
cases/ were reported, 147 of wliich were fatal, giving a mor- 
tality of 12.0 per vinit In nearly all places where this dis- 
ease has occurred there have been local causes assigned for 
it that are i>reventable, such as imjmre water supply, bad 
drainage, or some unsanitary condition. 
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MEASLES A>s^D WHOOPING COUGH. 

These two diseases have been more or less prevalent in 
nearly all parts of the state during the past two years. From 
September 30, 1892, to September 30, 1893, according to the 
estimates of the 593 places reporting, there having occurred 
3,530 cases of Measles with 82 deaths, giving a mortality of 
2.3 per cent, an<i'2,785i cases of Whooping Oougji,' with 47 deaths^ 
giving a mortality of 1.6 per cent., and from September 30^ 
1893, to September 30, 1894, there were estimated to be 3,319 
cases of Measles with 117 deaths, giving a mortality of 3.5 
per cent, andl 5,243 cases of Whooping Cough with 109 deaths, 
giving a mortality of 2.0 per cent., the number of cases in 
latter disease not being estimated in the city of Milwaukee, 
only the deaths being returned. 

At the January meeting of the Board, 1893, the following 
telegram was received: 

Chippewa Falls, Wis., January 27, 1893. 
l*resident State Board of Health: Please give us written 
opinion of the Board as to propriety of pupils, having or ex- 
posed to Whooping Cough or Chicken Pox, attending school.

In answer to the above, and as an answer to all similar 
questions, the Board at this meeting adopted the following 
resolution : 

Resolved^ That this Board recommends that all children 
who are sick with Measles, or in whose families Measles ex- 
ist, shall be excluded from all schools and all public assem- 
blies until the disease has finally disappeared from the child 
and its family; also that all children who have either Whooi>- 
ing Cough or Chicken Pox should be excluded from any 
Bchool- during the existence of such disease.

CONSUMPTION. 

For the year ending September 30^ 1893, according to the 
reports received from 593 localities in the state 622 deaths 
occurred from Consumption; and for the year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1894, from 648 localities 903 deaths are reported. 
It is impossible to estimate the exact number of deaths 
that occur from this disease in the state at the 
present time. Statistics in relation to these are of the most 
vital importance as it is now recognized that this is one of 
the preventable diseases with which we have to contend. 

DIARRHOEAL DISEASES. 

For the year ending September 30, 1894, according to the 
reports all over the state, there has been an unusual amount 
of diarrhoeal diseases which includes Cholera Infantum, Chol- 
era Morbus, Diarrhoea and Dysentery. From a rough esti- 
mate based upon the reports received from 648 different lo- 
calities, over 16,000 cases and over 700 deaths have resulted. 
In: many instanses the causes of these diseases have been 
somewhat obscure, but they certainly indicate the importance 
of more careful statistics and a more careful investigation as 
to the causes and methods of prevention, as it is well known, 
in the present state of Sanitary science, that in a great ma- 
jority of instances those diseases can be prevented by proper 
Sanitary regulations, but with the imperfect system of statis- 
tics which now exists, under the present laws, it is impossible 
to study and investigate these troubles with any degree of 
accuracv or arrive at anv reliable conclusions. 

LErROSY. 

Since the last Biennial Report, a Committee from the Board 
has investigated all of the cases of known lepers, in the state 
of Wisconsin, which number five, and reside in Dane axLd ^t. 
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Croix counties. In making a report on this investigation, the 
following letters, from one who is considered an expert in 
this disease, are herewith presented: 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 28, 1892. 
J. T. Reeve, M. D., Secretary State Board of Health, Apple- 
ton, Wisconsin. 

Dear Sir: — ^When we parted yesterday, after the inspection 
and examination of the two cases of Leprosy in St. Croix 
county, you asked me to write down what, in my opinion, 
would be the proper course to pursue in regard to the protec- 
tion of the public health from the spread of the disease from 
these two cases. 

The proper consideration of these and similar cases involves 
two factors, neither of which ought to be lost sight of. The 
first and most important is the absolute protection of the 
community, and the other, humane treatment of the unfortu- 
nate sick and dependent individual who, in his great affliction, 
must not be made more miserable by the panicky fears of the 
community, and consequently unnecessary rigorous measures, 
than by the disease which a cruel fate has visited upon him. 

It is necessary to calmly examine into the facts of the case 
and admitting as we must do the contagious nature of the 
disease, call to our aid previous experience to determine un- 
der what circumstances and to what degree the disease propa- 
gates itself.. 

We are, in such an examination, met by the following facts: 
In countries where people live in a low degree of civilization, 
where poor people are crowded together in miserable hovels, 
w^here many individuals sleep together in crowded rooms, 
where no attention is paid to cleanliness, where bed linen is 
an unknown article of luxurv, where utensils are not washed 
from meal to meal, where clothes, or the miserable rags that 
take their place, pass from one person to another as the ex- 
igency of the moment demands, where the cast-off clothing of 
the most abject pauper is carefully preserved for the next gen- 
eration; where such circumstances prevail, there we see the 
disease spread. Such is today the condition of many of. the 
countries of the east; of Russia, of the poorest parts of Italy, 
and partly in the Sandwich Islands. Such was the condition 
of Medieval Europe, and we know that the disease spread in 
spite of sanitary regulations, mainly consisting in the barbar- 
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the prevailing conditions appears from tlie fact that the bver- 
whelming majority of lepers who have married have not in- 
fected the other party to the marriage relation. 

Very vigorous measures, depriving the individual of his 
pei^sonal liberty, do not seem necessary, and are, therefore, 
unjustifiable. 

The State Board of Health ought, in my opinion, to investi- 
gate every known or suspected case of Leprosy within the 
state and establish the presence or absence of the disease. 
It ought also to make an examination of the hygienic condi- 
tions of the family, and if an}i:hing is found which may prop- 
erly be considered as a menace to the public health, call the 
attention of the local board of health to the existence of such 
dangerous features. 

It might advise the respective boards of the presence of the 
disease in such persons, and specifically instruct them in such 
details of personal hygiene as will be indicated below. The 
health officer should be instnicted at stated intervals, to pay 
regular visits to the afilicted individuals and their families, 
so that the Board mav be advised if its rules are obeved or 
disregarded, and also to keep the Board informed if the pa- 
tients move away or die, and finally by personl investigation 
observe individual conditions which mav call for additional 
iTiles or regulations from the local boards. 

The local boards should in the first place inform the pa- 
tient and his family of the existence of the disease, and of 
its contagious nature, so that the willing co-operation of both 
the family and his friends may be obtained. In connection 
with this the gospel of cleanliness should be preached, not 
in a general perfunctory manner, but the representative 
of the board should enter into the minutest details to make 
the recommendations practical and emphatic. For instance: 
It should be stated that baths are necessary for everybody, 
but more so for persons who live exposed to a dangerous con- 
tagion; that common cleanliness demands ablution of hands 
and face before meals and that this is more necessary in 
families where an individual goes about with a contagious 
disease; that domestic utensils should be washed after use, 
and bedding frequently changed; that fioors should be 
scrubbed, and doors and windows frequently opened, that sun- 
shine and fresh air mav have a chance to destrov bacteria. 
Such eleAentary lessons are not always superfluous, and are, 
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if given with tact and in* the proper spirit, seldom, if ever, 
taken in evil part 

Specific rules should be given for the manajjoment of the 
patient, such as the following: The lepers should be pro- 
vided with their own bed and bedding for their own exclusive 
use. They should have their own garments which should be 
used by no other person, and which should be destroyed 
when useless, or after the decease of the patient; likewise 
should the patient have his own dishes, cup, tumbler, spoon, 
fork, knife; all the wearing apparel, and all utensils used by 
the jmtient should be kept clean. The patient should be ad- 
vised* to spit in a spittoon with moist sawdust, or some other 
practical receptacle which can be easily emptied, the contents 
of which should be daily destroyed by fire. If the patient 
happens to have sores or ulcers these should be properly 
dressed by bandages, which may be impregnated with some 
safe antiseptic solution, and which should be burned after 
use. The patient should be prevented from manufacturing 
articles destined to go out of the family, such as dairy prod- 
ucts, tobacco, etc. At the same time he may be allowed to 
take part in ordinary labor, if his strength allows him; nor 
should he be prevented from going to church, or visiting such 
neighbors as do not object to his presence, travel short dis- 
tances, etc. He should be informed of the danger to which 
he exix)ses other people by using their beds and utensils, and 
be warned against too close personal contact, even with mem- 
bers of his own family, in case he has running sores. He 
should be informed that he must not sleep in the same bed 
with other people; that he must not eat or drink out of the 
same vessel; that bedding which he has used, and eating uten- 
sils that he has used must be carefully washed before being 
used bv others. 

The above rules would, in my opinion, be sufficient for 
nearly every case of Leprosy. 

In regard to the two cases which are the immediate cause 

of this report, I will add that I consider the case of 

almost absolutely harmless, as the disease in her person lias 
run itself out, and the vims probably has completely ex- 
hausted itself. In the case of it is different: the dis- 
ease is very active, and while the ulcer on his neck is not 
probably leprous but the result of the genuine tuberculous 
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infection, may contain specific elements, and it should be 
trea>ted with an antiseptic wash as above recommended. It 
will also be necessary to keep hijn under constant surveil- 
lanoe^j as i the disease is active and any day may produce in- 
fectious ulcers, for the management of which the health officer 
must lay down specific rules. 

I should finally suggest that the family who seem to be 

poor, be provided with the necessary furniture and utensils^ 
and with a w ash tub for the individual use of the patient, at 
the expense of the community (town or county as the law may 
be). It will be poor policy to permit the patient to remain 
uncleanly from want of the necessary appliances when un- 
deanliness of person exposes the community to danger, no 
matter how slight; as he is more or less disabled by the dis- 
ease anid is almost certain to become gradually more so, he 
is a proper object of charity. 

In the case of the family, I should consider a visit 

from the health officer advisable every three months. In the 
case of Mrs. one visit every year would be sufficient.

Minneapolis, Minn., July 6, 1894. 

I have submitted the foregoing report to Dr. Gronvold of 
the Minnesota State Board of Health, to receive corrections 
or suggestions; he agrees with me as to the preventive and 
sanitary measures here presented, and says so in a letter re- 
ceived yesterday. He furthermore made a suggestion which 
I will mention as it may meet your approval; it consists in 
the adoption by the interested State Boards of uniform rules 
and mutual report of the cases in their respective territories. 
According to the above mentioned letter, he has suggested 
this plan for organized co-operation betw een the Boards to 
Dr. Hewitt, the Secretary of the Minnesota State Board of 
Health. 

I fully agree with Dr. Gronvold that it is desirable that 
the Boards of the states that have lepers, keep records of the 
cases, and exchange reports and records of the cases to en- 
able a more complete control. 

As to the suggestion of the adoption of more uniform rules, 
which I suppose means some sort of organization for co-opera- 
tion, I find it impracticable, because complicated and unneces- 
. sary; rules adopted by one State Board will be known by 
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otiieris, and experience witli the practical working of the rules 
will, ty a process of natural selection, probably lead to the 
surviyal of the fittest.

In accordance with the previously expressed views of this 
Board, and in practical harmony with the suggestions of Dr. 
Hoegh, as embraced in the report above given, the following 
suggestions for an ordinance, the adoption of which it was 
desired to secure in the townships where this disease exists 
were prepared by the committee and submitted to the mem- 
bers of the Board by whom as individuals they were approved. 

LEPROSY ORDIN^ANCE. 

The Board of Health of the township of hereby makes 

and publishes the following order, or regulation, relative to 
the disease known as Leprosy: 

Section 1. Ko person who is afflicted with the disease 
known as Leprosy shall be permitted to associate with, or do 
any labor for, the citizens of this township, except in the 
manner and under the restrictions herein provided. 

Section 2. Every person residing in this township who 
is afflicted with the disease known as Leprosy, shall be iso- 
lated as far as practicable from all other i)ersons, and it is 
hereby declai*ed to be the duty of those liable for the support 
or maintenance of any one so afflicted to see that they do 
not mingle with other persons by attendance upon any public 
gathering or by visitation outside of their own immediate 
family and relatives; tliat they take no part in the jjrepara- 
tion of anv food or drink for others, and that thev do not 
make, wash, or handle any article of clothing, or any article 
of merchandise, or anything that is to be used or handled by 
others, and it is her(4)y made the duty of the persons lia- 
ble for the support or maintenance of any such afflicted per- 
son or persons in the tow^nship to provide for them separate 
apartments, with separate bedding, chair, table, dishes, wash 
basin, towels, soap, and all necessary articles; and to see

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that such, apartment is kept in cleanly condition, and that it 
is occupied by no other person or persons than those afflicted 
with Leprosy. 

Section 3. And it is hereby made the duty of the health 
officer of the township to visit and examine the sanitary con- 
dition of the premises occupied by any person afflicted with 
Leprosy in this township, at least twice in every year, once 
in the month of May and once in the month of December, and 
at such other times as he mav deem necessarv, and to make 
report immediately after such visits, as to the condition of 
the person or persons, and the condition of his or their sur- 
roundings, to the Board of Health of the township and also 
to the State Board of Health with suggestions as to any 
further rules which in his judgment may be necessary for the 
protection of the public health. 



YACCIXATIOK 

At the meeting of the Board in January, 1894, on account 
of the prevalence of Small Pox in other states, and the dan- 
ger to which Wisconsin was thereby subjected, the following 
rules relating to vaccination were adopted and published: 

"VMiereas, The State Board of Health of Wisconsin is em- 
IX)\vered and directed bj' section 1409b, of Sanborn & Berry- 
man's annotated statutes, to make such rules and regulations 
as in its judgment may be necessary for the protection of the 
people of the state from dangerous contagious diseases; and 

WTiereas, With the prevalence of Small Pox in other states, 
and its recent introduction into Wisconsin, the assembling 
of unvaccinated children in the schools of the state 4s believed 
to be a source of special danger to the people of the state, the 
State Board of Health hereby adopts and publishes the fol- 
lowing rule : 

Section 1. Xo child shall be allowed to be enrolled as a 
pupil in any public, private or parochial school without first 
presenting to the principal oi' teacher of the schooil, in which 
he or she applies for enrollment or a ttendiance, a certificate of 
a reputable physician that he or she has been successfully 
vaccinated. 

Section; 2, 2so parent or guardian of any child shall allow 
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to go outside of the state for the same purpose should it deem 
it desirable to do so, and that said committee report at the 
next meeting of the Board the result of the examinations 
made with recommendations. 

At the next meeting of the Board this committee made a 
partial report stating that' it was impossible, at that time, to 
finish the investigation proi)erly and to make such a report 
as would be of use under the circumstances and asked for 
further time, which request was granted by the Board. It is 
probable that that report will be completed early in 1895. At 
the same meeting in April, 1894, the following communica- 
tions were received : 

Madison, Wisconsin, March 24, 1894. 
Dr. J. T. Keeve, Secretary State Board of Health: 

Dear Sir: Your circular of March 8th has just come to this 
office. I have literally answered hundreds of letters relating 
to the order requiring vaccination of pupils attending schooL 
I have uniformly said that I thought the authority of the 
Board to issue such an order was ample, and that all district 
officers were bound to obey it; but I have as uniformly said 
that teachers were but the servants of the Board and have 
no independent authority in this matter. 

In the third of the following facts which you wish to make 
clear, you charge the responsibility of the execution of this 
order upon the teacher. Supi)osing the Board refuses or neg- 
lects compliance with your order, and the teacher assumes 
the responsibility of expelling from school children who re- 
fuse to be vaccinated. What warrant of law would she find 
to justify her proceedings and how would she resist a writ of 
mandamus? I think both law and public policy demand that 
school officers should be held to tlieir accountabUitv in this 
matter, and that on them should be laid the odium of its exe- 
cution and the burden of opposition that is sure to come from 
prejudice and ignorant i)eople. 

I think you will find the views that I have given above am- 
ply sustained by the decisions of the supreme court in 35 and 
45 Wisconsin reports.

On receipt of this letter by the Board a committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the same and report at the next meeting. 
At the ne:xt meeting of the Board held June 19, 20^ 
and 21, 1894, the said committee reported the following 
as amendator}' of, and a substitute for, the rule adopted in 
January, 1894, and the same was duly adopted and published: 

Whereas, The State Board of Health of the state of Wiscon- 
sin is empowered, authorized and directed by law to make 
such rules and regulations for the protection of the people of 
the state from dangerous contagious diseases as in its judg- 
ment may be necessary; and 

Whereas, With the prevalence of Small Pox (which disease 
is "by said State Board hereby designated as contagious and 
dangerous to the public health), in this and in other states^ 
the assembling of unvaccinated children in the schools of the 
state is believed to be a source of speciiil danger to the people 
of the state, tlie State Board of Health does hereby adopt and 
publish the follo\ving rule, to be of general application 
throughout the state : 

Section 1. Xo child shall be allowed to be enrolled as a 
pupil in any public, private or parochial school without first 
presenting to the principal oi* teacher of the school, in which 
he applies for emwllment or aittendance, the certificate of a 
reputable physician that he has been successfully vaccinatedv 
or in lieu of such certificate of successful vaccination, a cer- 
tificate from a reputable physician that such child has been 
vaccinated at least twice within a penod of three months next 
preceding the date of such application, such latter certificate^ 
however, shall be void after the expiration of one year from 
its date. 

Section 2. Xo parent or guardian of any child shall allow 

or permit such child to attend any public, private or parochial 

school in this state, and no principal oy teacke^ of any such 
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sdiool shall allow a ckild to be enrolled as a pupil or attend 
such school as such without the ei idence of vaccination herein 
required, and it is hereby made the duty of the proper school 
authorities in their respective localities to enforce the fore- 
going rule.

Resolved, That it is the sense of the State Board of Health 
of Wisconsin, that all teachers in public or other schools, all 
employes in paper mills, and in factories of every kind, in 
which considerable numbers are engaged, should be required 
to be vaccinataed as a prerequisite to being given employment 
in such places, and also that all inmates of prisons, reforma- 
tories, jails, alms houses and hospitals, should be vaccinated 
immediately upon admission to such institutions.

By Order of the State Board of Health. 

From the reports received from local health officers, since 
the promulgation of this rule, it is evident that a great deal 
of vaccinataion has been done throughout the state, and in a 
large proportion of the places the iiile is reported to have 
been thoroughly carried out. Tlie Secretary of the Board 
has received numerous letters, from different parts of the 
state, relative to the enforcement of this rule and making in- 
quiry concerning its relation to the compulsory educational 
law. In reply to these inquiries the following letter, being 
a sample of the replies sent, is self explanatory: 

Milwaukee, Wis., October 30, '94. 

Mr. F. S. Hyer, Superintendent of Schools, 

Jefferson, Wisconsin. 

Dear Sir: In compliance with your inquiry relative to the 
enforcement of the A^ccination rule adopted b}' this Board in 
June last, I beg to state as follows: 

It will be observed by section 2, that it is made the duty 
of the proper school authorities, that is, the school board or 
school directors, in their respective \oev\\\\\e^, \^ ^^Aort^^ ""^^^ 
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provision of law. It is not the dnty of the teachers nor the 
parents but it is made the special duty of the school author- 
ities haying governing i)ower over the schools. The rule is 
not a compulsory vaccination rule, but it provides that no 
child shall be allowed to attend school by the authorities un- 
less he presents the certificate required by the rule. 

In relation to the compulsory educational law, would say, 
that there is no conflict between this rule and that law, in- 
asmuch as that law provides "That any such child shall be 
excused from attendance at school required by this act, by 
the board of education or school directors of the city, town or 
district in which such child resides, upon its being shown to 

their satisfaction that the person so neglecting is in such 

physical or mental condition ais to (render attendance inexpedi- 
ent or impracticable, and in all cases where such child shall be 
so excused the penalty herein provided shall not be incurred." 

It will be seen by this that it is within the power of the 
school authorities to excuse children on this ground, as their 
physical condition is such when not protected by vaccination 
as to render it inexpedient and impracticable for them to at- 
tend school. 

In regard to the penalty for non-compliance' with the rules 
and regulations made by the State Board of Health, would 
state, that section 3, chapter 452, laws of 1887, provides, 
among other things, "That any person who shall neglect or re- 
fuse to obey the rules and regulations of the State Board of 
Health, or shall willfully obstruct or hinder the execution 
thereof, sliall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof sliall be punished for each offense by a fine 
of not less than |25.00 and not more than $500.00, or by impris- 
onment in any county jail for a period of not more than six 
months, or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court." 

It is the privilege of any citizen to enter a complaint, with 
the district attorney, for noncompliance with any rule of the 
State Board of Health, and it is the dutv of the district attor- 
ney to prosecute the offending parties whoever they may be. 
It will thus be seen that each locality has it within its power 
to enforce these rules which now are a provision of law. The 
rule was made by the State Board of Health because that 
Board believed that it was one of the most important steps to 
prevent the spread of that loathsome disease, Small Pox, and 
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to protect th.e young, innocent and not fully informed rising 
generation against this scourge. The Board believes that it 
is of the greatest importance that this rule be enforced at the 
present time, inasmuch as the state is threatened with a gen- 
eral epidemic of the disease during the coming winter.

CREIMATION. 

In January, 1893, the following letter was received: 

Racine, Wis., Jan. 11, 1893. 

The Wisconsin State Board of Health: 

Gentlemen: In view of the great propability that Cholera 
will appear in many of the large cities of the United States 
during the coming summer, and that it will be carried along 
the great highways of travel throughout our land into our 
own state and cities: 

We, the undersigned, members of the Racine Board of 
Health, in session assembled, do hereby ask your honorable 
body to consider carefully the question of securing proper legis- 
lation to authorize the construction of crematories to be 
built, at convenient places within our state, that all bodies 
of diseased persons who have died of Cholera within the limits 
of your jurisdiction shall be buraed, and this for the more cer- 
tain destruction of all germs of the disease to insure complete 
safety to the public health. We further ask that your pro- 
found deliberations shall also advise the complete destruction 
of germs of maligiuint Diphtheria and Scarlet Fever by the 
same means, by cremating all bodies of persons who have died 
of these diseases. We deem it to be a question of necessity 
rather than of expediency, and as for ourselves, recommend 
that such steps be taken.

Whereas, By the cremation of the bodies of the dead, and 
e^ecially of those dead from Cholera or other dangerous con- 
tagious diseases, there is furnished the most speedy and cer- 
tain means of destroying germs of disease and thus the best 
protection for the living; and 

TMiereas, There is a desire on the part of some of the cities 
of Wisconsin to pi'o^ide for this method of disposal of the 
dead. 

Resolved, That the State Board of Health will encourage, 
and hereby recommends such legislation as will authorizie tiie 
formation of corporations having for their object the construc- 
tion and management of crematories in all places where the 
duly constituted health authorities of that locality deem it 
necessary or desirable to pro^ide this means for the disposal 
of the dead.

Report to the leor'i^Iature relating to drainage in the 
Menomonee and Kinnlkinnick Valley districts in Milwau- 
kee county, by the state board of health, in compliance 
with chapter 2jj, laws of 1893. 

State of Wisconsin. 
OlJlce of the Secretary of the State Board of Health. 

Milwaukee, January, 1895. 
To the Ilonorahle, the Senate and House of Rejiresentatives: 

In January, 1893, the following communication was re- 
ceived : 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Health of Wiscon- 
sin: Gentlemen — '*We, the undersigned, desire to call the 
attention of your Board to the question of drainage in cer- 
tain districts, outside the city of Milwaukee, which afects 
the city and needs an early and careful consideration, and 
to ask your co-operation in securing such legislation as 
may be necessary to remedy the same. The greatest dan- 
ger is in connection with the Menomonee river which en- 
ters the city through the town of Wauwatosa. The city of 
Milwaukee has under construction an intercepting sewer 
which will be completed now in a few months and which 
will take all drainage inside the city limits that now flows 
into the Menomonee river and relieve the same so far as 
the city is concerned, but the trouble comes from the 
drainage of territory outside the city limits. It is esti- 
mated that the drainage from about twelve thousand in- 
habitants is now flowing into the river from outside the 
city limits and that this is increasing very rapidly from 
year to year, all of which drainage flows into Milwaukee. 

"The following are some of the institutions that are at 
present draining into the river: The county institutions 
consisting of the Almshouse, Hospital and Insane Asylum. 
Two small slaughter houses, a number of privy vaults, and 
a few house drains. The Wauwatosa Preserving Works, 
Gettelman's Brewing Co., The F. Miller Brewing Co., Na- 
tional Home for Disabled Veterans, The Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul Railway Company's Shops, and the Stock 
Yards. 

"lb is of the greatest importance, from a sanitary stand- 
point, that some system of drainage be provided for this 
district to relieve the city of Milwaukee, or serious trouble 
will be experienced in the near future. 

"The undersigned suggest that a bill be introduced into, 
and passed hy the p^ e ^ent legislature, provvdmg tor the 
appointment of a drsiinsbge commissioii*, s^^Vd Q,oTCitcL\^^\<av^ 
io take this entire matter under coiis\detaA\o\>L ^j[i^\»\i^ 
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violate the same, upon cornplaint being made to him in 
writing by any member or members of the state board of 
health. 

Section 4. All acts, or parts of acts, so far as the same 
are in conflict with the terms and provisions of this act, 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication. 

Approved^April 18, 1893. 

Chapter 255. 

An act to authorize and direct the state board of health 
to investigate and recommend a proper system of sewer- 
age of the Menomonee and Kinnickinnic valleys, in the 
county of Milwaukee, and to report thereon at the nejs.fc 
session of the legislature. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen- 
ate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The state board of health is hereby author- 
ized and directed to investigate, consider and report at 
the next session of the legislature upon a general system 
of sewerage for the relief of the valleys of the Menomonee 
and Kinnickinnic rivers, and so much of the territory as 
is tributary thereto, as in the opinion of said board ^may 
be deemed advisable for the public health for the city of 
Milwaukee* ind town or towns, village or villages adjacent 
thereto and within the proposed territory, or so much of 
said city, town or towns, village or villages, as may in 
the opinion of said board be best relieved by the use of 
such system; provided, the board of supervisors of the 
county of Milwaukee shall appropriate the money to pay 
the expense thereof, as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of said board of health 
to designate the city, town or towns, village or villages, 
the whole or parts thereof, which shall be tributary to 
and embraced in the territory and system so to be reported 
and to describe the same in their report with plans, 
specifications and maps, and they shall also show by suita- 
ble plans, specifications and maps, such trunk line or lines 
and main branches thereto, as it shall recommend to be 
constructed. 

Section 3.* The said board of health shall further con- 
sider, report and define the methods by which said city, 
town or towns, village or villages, or parts of said city, 
town or towns, village or villages, may utilize said trunk 
line and main branches as an outlet of a system of sewer- 
age for said city, town or towns, village or villages, or 
such parts thereof as said board &\ia\\ x^coraoi^Ti.^ ^Xiil 
show the same by such plans and maps.

on which the county of Milwaukee and the state of Wiscon- 
sin shall use such system of sewerage for the benefit of 
the institutions above mentioned, and what proportion, in 
their judgment, the county of Milwaukee and the state of 
Wisconsin should pay towards the construction of such 
sewerage system for the use thereof by the said institu- 
tions respectively. 

tSection 8. The said state board of health is authorized 
to employ such assistance as they shall deem advisable to 
enable them to perform the duties under this act. 

Section 9. The county board of Supervisors of Milwau- 
kee county is hereby authorized to levy and appropriate 
out of any funds not otherwise appropriated, the sum of not 
exceeding ten thousand dollars, for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the provisions of this act, which sum shall be 
deemed a part of the expense of the construction of such 
sewer system, and the same shall be repaid to the said 
county of Milwaukee, with interest thereon at the rate per 
cent per annum received by said county on its deposits 
out of the funds to be hereafter raised for the construction 
of such sewer system . 

Section 10. The said board of health shall keep an item- 
ized account of the expenses incurred by them under this 
act, and shall from time to time, report the same to the 
said board of supervisors of Milwaukee county, and upon 
the approval of the same by said board of supervisors, 
said board of supervisors shall cause the amount thereof 
to be paid said state board of health, not exceeding in all, 
however, the sum of ten thousand dollars. 

Section 11. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passa^re and publication. 

Approved April 18, 1893. 

In compliance with chapter 254, in June, 1893, the board 
mefc in Milwaukee and inspected the districts therein 
named. After this inspection the secretary of the board 
was instructed to write to the officers in control of each 
of the following named institutions, viz.: The Milwaukee 
branch of the national soldiers' home, the Milwaukee 
coanty almshouse, the Milwaukee county hospital, the 
Milwaukee county asylum for chronic insane, the Mil- 
waukee county hospital for the insane, the Wauwatosa 
preserving works, the A. L. Schneidt's curled hair works, 
the A. Gettlelman brewing company, the F. Miller brewing 
company, the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
company's shops 

The following letter was addressed to the officers of the 
above named insitutions: ^ 

"Gentlemen: 1 have been directed by the State Board 

of Health to call your attention to Chapter 254, of the Laws 

of 1893, which forbids the conxammaUoxi ot \\i^ Meuomonee 
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board of supervisors of Milwaukee county, the State 
Board of Health will be glad to be informed whether the 
amount named will be placed at its disposal for the pur- 
poses described in the law, and if so, how soon and in 
what manner it can be made available. ] will be glad to

Milwaukee County, Milwaukee, Wis. 

Gentlemen: "In July last the State Board of Health ad- 
dressed a communication to you calling your attention to 
the provisions of Chapter 254, laws ol 1893, which for- 
bids the contamination of the Menomonee and Kinnickin- 
nic rivers and their tributaries by sewage. 

**In addressing that co7iimunication to you the State 
Board of Heal fch recognized the fact that another law, en- 
acted by the same legislature, made it apparent that the 
law aboved referred to was designed to accomplish a tem- 
porary purpose. They also recognized the fact that any 
system that will accomplish even temporarily the purifica- 
tion of the sewage of large institutions as required by 
law, will be necessarily expensive in construction and 
prolDably also expensive in maintenance and that these ex- 
penses must of necessity fall most heavily on those who 
would be compelled to contribute most to the construction 
of the more permanent system, provisions and plans for 
which are contemplated in Chapter 255, laws of 1893, 
which system when completed may supersede and make un- 
necessary any that could now be constructed. The Board, 
therefore, designedly left the selection of a definite plan 
for the accomplishment of the purposes of the law to 
yourselves that you might, so far as possible, consult econ- 
omy in its construction, promising the approval of the 
Board to any plan which you might adopt that would ac- 
complish the removal of the solid parts of the sewage, so 
that the afluent of such sewage, flowing into the streams 
named, should be free from any sedimentary matter. 

"The Executive Committee, to wYiom. the matter was re- 
ferred by the Board, is advised ttiat yoM des^xe \» com-^X-^ 
wjth this law; that you have plans \mAftT c.oxL«.\.^«t^\AatL 
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which appropriated funds may be made available by the

Gentlemen: **I am directed by the State Board of 
Health to again call your attention to the provisions of 
Chapter 254, laws of 1898, which forbid the pollution of 
the Menomonee and Kinnickinnic rivers by the doposit of 
sewage therein by any person, corporation or institution; 
and to say again that the intimate relation of thiis law to 
Chapter 255 of the laws of 1893, those two laws having 
been drawn by the same person and enacted by the same 
legislature upon the same day, make it evident that they 
should be taken in connection with each other; and it is 
thus clear that the purpose of Chapter 254 is to secure 
temporary relief pending the completion of permanent 
sewerage works. The Board therefore request me to 
adopt and complete, with as little delay as possible, such 
plaus for the purification of the sewage from the insli 
tulions under your charge as seem to you, under the 
condition named, to be best adapted to accomplish the 
object sought by the law. 

"Without desire to dictate to you any particular process, 
but in obedience to what it deems to be the requirements 
of the law that the State Board of Health shall recommend 
some process for accomplishing this result, the Board here- 
by recommends a process of filtration and sedimentation 
by means of chemicals, to consist of essentially such filtra- 
tion of the crude sewage as will remove from it all solid 
and semi-solid material. The admixture with this filtered 
fluid while the same is in active motion or agitat'on of 
fresh lime and proto sulphate of iron both in perfect solu- 
tion in a minimum amount of three and seven-tenths 
(3 7-10) grains of lime and one (1) grain of proto-sulphate 
of iron to each gallon of the sewage, which after this 
admixture is to be again filtered through gravel, sand, or 
soft brick, after which and while it is again in active mo- 
tion or agitation, it is to have added to it, as a minimum 
amount, one and one-quarter (1 1-4) grains of manganate of 
soda or potassa in solution and three quarters (8-4) of a 
grain of sulphuric acid to each gallon of the sewage, the 
resulting admixture to be subjected to a third and final 
filtration as above described before being allowed to 
Jjtow Into the rivers,

In response to the above letter the secretary received a 
communication from the clerk of the county board of 
supervisors of said county, stating that the committee 1o 
"whom the communication of this board had been referred, 
had reported: that owing to financial difficulties, to which 
the county was at that time subjected, caused by the as- 
signment of the bank holding the funds of the county in 
trust, the committee recommended it as "Unwise to make 
any appropriation for the benefit of the state board of 
he.ilth. at this time." 

Iherefore the efforts made to secure funds to carry out 
the provisions of chapter 255 were unavailing and the mat« 
ter was here dropped. 

Up to this time several parties draining into the Menom- 
onee river had made some effort to comply with the pro- 
vision of chapter 254 but with only limited success. A 
proper legal notice was served on fifteen diffei'ent indi- 
viduals or companies, draining into the river, including 
the county institutions and the national soldiers' home. 
Nearly all of these parties have made efforts to comply 
with this provision of law, and so far as some of the pro- 
visions are concerned, they have been successful, but the 
management has been unsatisfactory to this board. Repeated 
inspections have been made by the board and its executive 
committee during the past year, and while in some respects 
the river has been improved in its condition and several 
parties have ceased draining at all into the river, other 
parties who have put in plants have failed to have them 
managed properly, and the result has been unsatisfactory. 
The board believes that if all parties should cease to drain 
into the river at once, much trouble would arise in the 
warmest portion of the season from the results of the 
enormous amount of material that has been deposited in 
the river during the past, unless the river should be 
dredged and relieved of a great deal of this material which 
undergoes decomposition and generates offensive gases 
during the warmer season, but the board also believes that 
no satisfactory system will be devised until a permanent 
system of sewerage is provided for this district, which will 
prevent any and all drainage into the river. The increase 
of population in this locality demands that immediate re- 
lief be given in this direction and the board most earnestly 
recomawfl'^s ^thsiji ^iiSi'li letw^.be enacted by the legislature 
as will-make "^In^ J^G^k manda^tbrv, and thus relieve this 
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section of the stato froui the serious menace to public 
health which now exists. 

No time should be lost in commencing this work, for it 
is a work which will require careful preparation and timo 
before relief can be given, and it is of the utmost import- 
ance that it be commenced without any delay and prose- 
cuted with the greatest speed possible.

As in tlie preceding report, it is believed that the records 
relating to this disease are correct. For the remainder of the 
year 1893, after the l^^st report was issued, no cases were re- 
ported in the state. During the year 1893 one case was re- 
ported in the month of February from the city of Milwaukee^ 
and this is believed to be the only case occurring in the state 
during that year. 

At the commencement of 1894, the disease prevailed in Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, New* York, and other states^ 
and the outbreak at Chicago, Illinois was beginning to assume 
threatening proportions. 

On the 27th of January, 1894, the first case in the state was 
reported from Janesville, Eock County, and on January 31st 
one case was reported from Juneau, Dodge County. It is not 
believed that the disease spread from these cases but it soon 
began to appear in different points of the state and from Jan- 
uary 27, 1894, to the present writing, September 30, 1894, the 
disease has appeared in thirty-eight different localities in the 
state, representing twenty- two different counties^ as follows: 
Brown County, Columbia County, Crawford County, Dodge 
County, Dane County, Douglas County, Grant County, Green 
County, Jefferson County, Juneau County, Kenosha County, La 
Crosse County, Milwaukee County, Manitowoc County, Mara- 
thon County, Rock County, Racine County, Sauk County, She- 
boygan County, Waukesha County, Winnebago County, and 
Walworth County. 

At the present time it exists in only six places in the state, 
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"The liealtli officer is further responsible for failure to make 
prompt report of this outbreak of Small Pox to the State Board 
of Health., which was kept in ignorance of this disease being 
present in Fort Howard until after the death of the first pa- 
tient^^.and the existence of other cases of Small Pox ini that 
city had been announced in the public press. 

Second: "It appears to the Board, however, that the failure 
of the health officer to perform his duty in this case was in- 
direetly encouraged by the fact that both the board of health 
and the city council left everything to the health officer, with- 
out question, and without know*ledge as to whether he was, or 
was not, acting efficiently in any case. It appears, for instance, 
that the health officer, who under the charter is to be appointed 
by the mayor, and confirmed by the city council, had in fact 
never been confirmed and had never taken the oath of office 
as health officer; and it further appears that the board of health 
was only partly organized and had only a nominal existence 
and that it was entirely ignorant of its duties and powers. 

"It is evident that such lax metliods on the part of the board 
encouraged equally lax methods on the part of the health offi- 
cer. This fact, however, cannot be pleaded by the health offi- 
cer in excuse as by the acceptance of the appointment and the 
performance of some of its duties, he was the de-facto health 
officer of the city, and as such bound to the performance of its 
duties whether he received the moral and material sjupport he 
ought to have received or not 

Third: "The evidence shows that the board of health re- 
mained inactive, trusting all to the health officer, even when 
some of its members knew of the existence of the first case 
of Small Pox, and when all, probably, knew that a death had 
occurred from this disease. On the appearance of the second 
case of Small Pox, however, the board acted promptly and com- 
mendably, placarding the premises where it existed, and estab- 
lishing and maintaining a thorough quarantine until the final 
termination of the disease, and the disinfection of the house 
and its contents. It further appears also that during this time 
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EEPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE RELATIVE 
TO THE SMALL POX SITUATION IN THE CITY 

OF MILWAUIOEE. 

August 29tli"30tli, 1894. 

On August 27th., 1894, the Secretary of this Board received 
the following communication from the Commissioner of Health, 
of the city of Milwaukee: 

"Office of Commissioner of Health, Metropolitan. Block, 
Fourth Floor, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, August 27th, 1894. — 
0. O. B. Wingate, M. D., Secretary State Board of Health. 
Dear Doctor: It becomes my duty to notify you in an official 
manner of the situation of affairs in this city relative to the 
Small Pox occurring on the south side. You are aware of 
the existence of a mob and of the riotous proceedings which 
took place in the Eleventh ward. This was instigated by 
parties who, to the best of my information, have not yet ceased 
to exert their influence in counciling the inhabitants of the 
Eleventh ward to resist the health officers in the performance 
of their duty, and in a quiet way incite those people to resist 
the state law and city ordinance. At no time since the dis- 
persion of that mob by the police has there been a period 
when patients, either adult or children, could be removed from 
their homes without the exercise of force, either direct or by 
a show of i)Ower, by the presence of a squad of i)olice. The 
persons whose duty it has been to make these removals under 
the law have, in a majority of the cases removed, met with de- 
termined opposition and in many cases with direct violence, 
and this condition has continued to increase from that time 
until the present On Saturday evening, August 25th, be- 
tween four and five o'clock, one of the officers of the Health 
department was sent to remove a patient, a child, from 561 
Fifteenth Avenue, in the rear. The party of this place, un- 
doubtedly led to do as he did by the influence above men- 
tioned, had notified the quarantine officers that any person 
coming there to remove the child would be shot, and he pro- 
cured a revolver and lay in wait for the health officer. A mob 
congregated, and when the ambulance drove up with a squad

come, and that we should be able to make progress against 
the extension of the disease, but under the existing conditions 
this is an impossibility. To terminate an epidemic vigorous 
measures are always necessary. To suppress contagion the 
efforts must be governed by law and common sense. Tem- 
porizing with the epidemic as we have been compelled to do 
will not bring it to an end. Every case of resistance to the 
law, even for one day, especially in the presence of a mob, 
spreads the disease broadcast, and the efforts of the Health 
department to suppress the disease are therefore useless. 

"Under these circumstances, I feel that the time has come 
when I should inform you, and through you the State Board 
of Health, of the very serious situation of affairs now existing 
in this city. 

"The people look to the Health department for the suppres- 
sion of the disease, they have been led to expect that it would 
terminate, if vigorous measures were employed, within a few 
weeks . 

"Every effort has been made by this department to bring 
about this result and every effort has been met, thus far, by 
the most determined opposition, frequently resulting in vio- 
lence, which continues to this day. We are now face to face 
with a mob as determined, as defiant and as lawless as any 
that has hitherto collected, but fewer in number. 

"That the situation may be understood and that I may place 
myself squarely upon the record, I have considered it my duty 
to inform you officially of the situation as it exists today, and 
to request an early conference with you, that such action may 
be taken by your Board as may seem proper in the premises.

Thereupon the President of the State Board of Health 
deeming the situation one of grave importance to the health 
and safety of the state at large and fraught with great danger 
of serious consequences, called a special meeting of the State 
Board of Health at 9:00 o'clock A. M., on the 20th day of 
August, 1804, for the purpose of investigating into the causes 
an X .onditious of the existence and alarming spread and in- 
crease of this dangerous and contagious disease in the city 
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^Wiien the first cases of Small Pox occurred in the city 
no one objected to being transferred! to tke Isolation liospital 
and quite a number of cases were treated tberein. Not only 
was there no objection on the part of those aMcted being 
treated in the city Isolation hospital, but in a great majority 
of cases they requested being, taken to the hospital. 

"This state of affairs continued until certain parties con- 
necte'd officially with the city government began to agitate 
the removal of the Iso^lation hospital and oi)enly spread 
abroad the statement that Small Pox, which had appeared 
in the Eleventh ward, was due to the fact that it proceeded 
from the hospital. As a matter of fact the disease in the lo- 
cality of the hospital was introduced by a child which was 
for some time secreted at the home of its parents where many 
of the neighbors were in the habit of visiting. This case was 
followed by another in the same neighborlhood which, had also 
been secreted. A number of other cases apj)earing within a 
short interval of time in this locality led to a house-to-house 
visitation on the part of the Health department when the 
two secreted casesi were found and explained the outbreak in 
tbat locality. 

^Tor reasons best known to themselves, and which I do not 
undertake to explain, the agitation for the removal of tke 
Isolation hospital wasi continued and it was made a subject of 
public meetings, addresses, resolutions, etc. The parties who 
originally began this agitation then made the statement liiat 
the health authorities had no right to remove those afflicted 
with SmaU Pox from their homes to the Isolation hospital, and 
incited those who were thus afflicted to resist such removal. 
This was done at first in a passive manner, afterward the re- 
sistance became more determined and force was resorted to; 
the health offlcers sent to remove the patients under the law- 
were violently attacked and mobs began to congregate in the 
vicinity of those houses in which there were SmaU Pox pa- 
tients. Appeals were made by the Health department to 
carry out the law, and such protection as would enable the 
Health department to carry out the law, and such protection 
was promptly furnished, but the lawlessness became more 
marked and the opposition more determined, until it took the 
form of an organized movement whicK was called into its 
existence by a public meeting? addressed by city officials and 
others that had manifested from the first the most determined 
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men belonging to the Police department, as well as some in 
the mob, were quite seriously injured. 

"On the 11th of August more riotous assemblages took 
place and the persons afflicted with Small Pox, the number 
of which had by this time considerably increased, were re- 
tained in their homes by mobs collected about the houses, 
and the efforts of the Health department to remove them were 
resisted by physical violence, although in many instances the 
sick person had requested to be taken to the Isolation hos- 
pital. At this time, also, several families in which were cases 
of Small Pox were assisted by members of the mob to escape 
from their homes and moved into places then unknown, but 
where Small Pox has since appeared either in different parts 
of the city or in adjacent towns or counties. 

"On the 12th of August the situation had become so grave 
as to cause apprehension on the part of a neighboring state, 
and the Secretary of the Board of Health visited Milwaukee 
for the purpose of making an examination of the condition of 
affairs; and on the evening of that day a meeting was held 
and the situation discussed. It was ^determined by the Hon- 
orable Mayor and other officials that more vigorous efforts 
should be made to stamp out the disease and prevent further 
lawless acts on the part of those who were resisting the laws. 
This was attempted, and for a few days the Health department 
met with better success in carrying out the laws of the state 
and the city ordinances, but in a short time the lawlessness 
again occurred and from about the 16th of August until the 
present time there have been but few, if any, removals from 
the portion of the city where the disease is most prevalent, 
which was not accompanied by the gathering of a mob and 
acts of lawlessness, so that it was necessary at all times to 
have a squad of policemen accompany the health officers to 
houses where there were cases of Small Pox, even to those 
houses in which were Small Pox patients who had requested of 
their own volition to be removed to the hospital, but in several 
instances the mob prevented such removal and it was found 
impossible to carry out the law. 

"This state of affairs has continued from that time until 
Saturday, the 25th inst., when violent demonstrations by the 
mob again occurred; the health officers were attacked, and 
even the police force found themselves unable to cope with 
the mob. From that day until the present mob violence has 
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Isolation hospital for treatment, or, where they have expressed 
a desire to remain in their own homes when the danger from 
such a course has been set before them, they have acquiesced 
cheerfully to the requirements of the law. 

"I desire to state further that in every instance where the 
law has thus been promptly complied with and the rules and 
regulations of the Health department carried out the disease 
has been in each instance stamped out, and there is not a 
particle of evidence that a single case of infection has been 
carried from those centers. 

"This condition has occurred in such a number of cases as 
to demonstrate beyond doubt the value of the established 
rules and regulations for suppressing the disease, and that 
it is to the resistance of such rules and regulations we may 
attribute the alarming extension of the disease in that sec- 
tion of the city where mob violence prevails, also to other and 
remote places where infected people carry the disease in their 
clothing or otherwise. Several of the cases occurring in parts 
of the city remote from the infected center have been traced 
directly to people who have come from the infected regions, 
and who now go about unrestrained, without supervision, 
spreading the germs of the disease wherever they happen to 
stop. It is to this fact and to this fact alone that we may 
attribute the large increase in the number of cases in the 
immediate ruture as a direct result of the total disregard of 
the state laws and city ordinances. 

"Under such circumstances the disease will not only spread 
rapidly through the city, but to the neighboring towns and 
other parts of the state or to neighboring states, and it is to 
prevent such a calamity that I have considered it my duty 
to lay this matter before your Board, that you may take such, 
action as in your judgment you see fit to check the further 
extension of this disease.

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"Of the thirty- six patients left at home fifteen have been 
left within the last two days since the beginning of the ri- 
otous demonstrations on the south side.

"A most thorough and minute investigation and rigid in- 
quiry was then made by the Board of Health in reference to 
the methods of the Health department, its manner of deal- 
ing with cases of Small Pox, and with reference to the facili- 
ties for treating patients, the care taken and the efforts made 
to isolate cases of Small Pox, and to quarantine and disin- 
fect infected persons and premises, as well as all complaints 
and other matter bearing upon the subject matter. 

*We find a most unfortunate lack of harmony between the 
Health department and certain city officials, also citizens, not 
only in the infected districts, but in other parts of the city 
as well, which should not be tolerated. Pestilential diseases 
can never be overcome while such a lack of harmony exists. 
These diseases have no regard for political struggles, party, 
sex, or creed, except to take speedy advantage of the time 
lost in discussion or wrangling over such matters.

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^*We find a wide spread misapprehension as to the scope, 
purposes and objects of the salutary provisions of the law 
for the control and prevention of contagious diseases, as well 
as of the purpose and necessity for the efforts of the Health 
department of said city in its attempts to perform its duty 
and check and prevent the spread of the contagion, and the 
wisdom and propriety of the efforts it has been making to 
enforce these proper and necessary regulations for the pro- 
tection of all; and also as to the condition of the Isolation 
hospital, and the provisions there made for caring for the un- 
fortunate sick. 

"We find no evidence whatever of any improper, brutal, or 
harsh treatment of the unfortunate sick, or of their relatives 
and friends by the Health department in the performance of 
its duties. 

^'We find that the Commissioner of Health of said city has 
been faithfully, honestly and ably endeavoring to use all nec- 
essary precautions and to properly and effectively enforce 
the proper sanitary regulations in the treatment, control, and 
disposition of cases of this disease and the disinfection of in- 
fected premises, as his oath of office requires, and we urge 
upon him and his employes a continuance of the utmost 
painstaking care and vigilance. We urge upon the Mayor, as 
the chief executive officer of the city, the Chief of Police and 
his department, the Sheriff and his. deputies, the aldermen and 
all civil officers, and every citizen of said city, that they aid 
the Commissioner of Health to the utmost of their power in 
all his effor.ts in the management of said disease and to pro- 
tect the public against its further spread. 

^^We urge the common council of said city to act promptly 
in providing the necessary means to enable the Health de- 
partment to perform its full duty, and to see to it that no ob- 
stacles are allowed in the way of the most efficient and ef- 
fective sanitary service. 

"We find that there has been an unreasonable opposition 
and hostility to the efforts of the Commissioner of Health in 
these directions which have been instrumental in largely 
thwarting the efforts that have been made and are fraught 
with the greatest danger to the people of this commonwealth. 

"The State Board of Health by its committee of non-resident 
physicians, who are entirely free from all bias, has made a 
thorough inspection and investigation of the Isolation hos- 
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and require of the Commisioner of Health, his assistants and 
employes, the mayor of said city, and all his civil officers, as 
well as all members of the common council, the chief of police 
and all members of the police force, and all citizens generally, 
that they unite with the health department of said city in 
seeing that the laws of the state and the ordinances of the 
city, and the regulations of the health department of said 
city in that respect, are faithfully and vigorously enforced; 
that no crowds or gatherings of persons be permitted in the 
vicinity of any case of Small Pox or infected premises, or of 
any ambulance engaged in the removal of patients, and that 
these regulations should be rigidly adhered to by the health de- 
partment and enforced by the officials, police and citizens, un- 
der any and all circumstances, and that no public funeral be 
permitted in ciase of deat|h from this disease under any circum- 
stances, and that all funerals in such cases be made at night 

between the hours of 9 p. m. and! 5 , a. m., and that every 
undertaker officiating at such burial be wholly under the con- 
trol and direction of the health department and made to sub- 
mit to its regulations and requirements. 

"If for any reason cases are permitted to remain in their 
homes or other quarters, it shall only be done in the wise dis- 
cretion of the Health Commissioner and medical officers of 
the health department and then an absolute and strict quar- 
antine of said premises must be rigidly maintained at all haz- 
ards for the requisite period of time, and that the utmost vig- 
ilance and care be taken to enforce the law and prevent the 
violation of these regulations; that in every case there must 
be a thorough disinfection of the premises and the destruc- 
tion of all infected materials or fabrics that cannot be com- 
pletely disinfected and that in the executions of all these 
regulations under the direction of the health department of 
said city there should be the heartiest co-oi)eration of all cit- 
izens and officials in seeing that every regulation and require- 
ment is faithfully and thoroughly carried out. 

^T/et it always be borne in mind that the two great essen- 
tial requisites for controlling and suppressing Small Pox are 
rigid isolation and successful vaccination. All persons should 
be speedily and successfully vaccinated by competent physi- 
cian and no negligence permitted in relation thereto. 

"We deem it of the utmost importance that all these laws 
and regulataions for the protection of the people against the 
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dangers of contagious diseases be thoroughly enforced, and 
that all yiolations of these laws and regulations be promptly 
and properly prosecuted and punished by the proper officials 
and tribunals, and that every influence and every means be 
used and made effective for the promotion of the general wel- 
fare. 

''We recommend frequent conferences and meetings of the 
health and other city authorities with committees of citizens, 
business men and associations, for mutual aid and assistance, 
under the direction and approval of the health authorities, ip 
energetically stamping out this disease and preventing its fur- 
ther spread, and that all personal and petty disputes and bick- 
erings, and all political and other differences give way to a 
united and determined effort and a cheerful acquiescence on 
the part of all citizens in all usual and sanitary precautions 
and measures as required by the laws and the proper healtii 
authorities to the end that many human lives may be saved 
and greater disaster and suffering averted.

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INTERSTATE QUARANTINE. 



Section 3 of an act granting additional quarantine lowers 
and imposing additional duties upon the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice of the United States of America, in congress assembled, 
and approved February 15th., 1893, reads as follows: 

Sec. 3. That the Supervising Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital Service shall, immediately after this act 
takes effect, examine the quarantine regulations of all state 
and municipal boards of health, and shall, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury co-operate with and aid state 
and municipal boards of health in the execution and enforce- 
ment of the rules and regulations of such boards and in the 
execution and enforcement of the rules and regulations made 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to prevent the introduction 
of contagious or infectious diseases into the United States 
from foreign countries, and into one state or territory or the 
District of Columbia from another state or territory or the 
District of Columbia; and all rules and regulations made by 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall operate uniformly and in 
no manner discriminate against any port or place; and at such 
ports and places within the United States as have no quaran- 
tine regulations under state or municipal authority, where 
such regulations are, in the opinion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, necessary to prevent the introduction of contagious 
or infectious diseases into the United States from foreign 
countries, or into one state or territory or the District of Col- 
umbia from another state or territory or the District of Col- 
umbia, and at such ports and places within the United States 
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tificate of such consul or consular officer over Ms official sig- 
nature shall be competent evidence of such i>osting in any 
court of the United States. 



ES^TERSTATE QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 

V 

; ARTICLE I. 

Quarantinable Diseases. 

(1) For the purjKKses of these regulations the quarantin- 
able diseases are Cholera (Cholerine), Yellow Fever, Small 
Pox, Typhus Fever, Leprosy and Plague. 

ARTICLE n. 

Notification. 

(1) State and municipal health officers should immediately 
notify the Supervising Surgeon General of the U. S. Marine 
Hospital Service by telegraph or by letter of the existence of 
any of the above mentioned quarantinable diseases in their 
respective states or localities. 

ARTICLE! in. 

General Regulations. 

(1) Persons suffering from a quarantinable disease shall 
be isolated until no longer capable of transmitting the dis- 
ease to others. Persons exposed to the infection of a quaran- 
tinable disease shall be isolated, under observation, for such 
a period of time as may be necessary to demonstrate their 
freedom from the disease. 

All articles pertaining to such persons, liable to convey in- 
fection, shall be disinfected as hereinafter provided. 

(2) The apartments occupied by persons suffering from 
quarantinable diseases, and adjoining apartments when 
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fected localities, shall be required to undergo a period of de- 
tention and o'bservtion of ten days from the date of last ex- 
posure in a camp of probation or other designated place. 

Clothing and other articles capable of conveying infection 
shall not be transported to non-infected localities without 
disinfection. 

(2) Persons who have been exposed may be permitted to 
proceed without detention to localities incapable of becoming 
infected and whose authorities are willing to receive them 
and after arrangements have been perfected, to the' satisfac- 
tion of the proper health officer, for their detention in said 
localities for a period of ten days. 

(3) The suspects who are isolated under the provisions of 
paragraph 1, Article m, shall be kept free from all jwssi- 
bility of infection. 

(4) So far as possible, the sick should be removed to a cen- 
tral location for treatment. 

(5) Buildings in which Yellow Fever has occurred, and 

localities believed to be infected with said disease, must be 
disinfected as thoroughly as possible. 

(6) As soon as the disease becomes epidemic the railroad 
trains carrying persons allowed to depart from a city or place 
infected with Yellow Fever shall be under medical supervi- 
sion. 

(7) Common carriers from the infected districts, or be- 
lieved to be carrying persons and effects capable of conveying 
infection, shall be subject to a sanitary inspection, and such 
persons and effects shall not be allowed to proceed, except 
as provided for by paragraph 2. 

(8) At the close of an epidemic the houses where sickness 
has occurred, and the contents of the same, and houses and 
contents that are presumably infected, shall be disinfected 
as hereinafter prescribed. 
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peries infected by Yellow Fever shall be disinfected by one of 
the following methods: 

(a) By exposure to steam at a temperature of 100 degrees 
to 102 degrees C. for thirty minutes after such temperature 
is reached. 

(b) By boiling for fifteen minutes, all articles to be com- 
piletely submerged. 

(c) By thorough saturation in a solution of bichloride of 
mercury 1--1000, the articles being allowed to dry before wash- 
ing. 

Articles injured by steam (rubber, leather, containers, etc.): 
to the disinfection of which, steam is inapplicable, shall be 
disinfected by thoroughly wetting all surfaces with (a) a solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury 1-800, or (b) a 5 per cent, solu- 
tion of carbolic acid, the articles being allowed to dry-in the 
open air prior to being washed with water, or (c) by exposure 
to sulphur fumigation in an apartment air tight, or as nearly 
so as possible. 

FOE SMALL POX.— (6) Apartments infected by SmaU Pox 
shall be disinfected by one or both of the following methods: 

(a) Exposure to sulphur dioxide for twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours. 

(b) Washing with a solution of bichloride of mercury 
1-,000, or a 5 per cent, solution of pure carbolic acid. 

(7) Clothing, bedding, and articles of furniture exposed to 
the infection of Small Pox shall be disinfected by one or more 
of the following methods: 

(a) Exposure to sulphur dioxide for twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours. 

(b) Immersion in a solution of bichloride of mercury 
1-1000, or 5 per cent, solution of pure carbolic acid.

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SOME POINTS RELATING TO VACCINATION.

The discovery of a remedy tliat proves itself a curative 
agent, in any of the numerous diseases, soon finds a lasting 
record as well as continuous application by the medical pro- 
fession never failing at the same time to win the appreciation 
of their patients. 

We cannot spesik so positively of discoveries not ^curative of 
disease in a specific sense, though of far greater value to hu- 
manity inasmuch as their applications are calculated to pre- 
vent or modify diseases. 

Such a discovery was given to the world in seventeen hun- 
dred and ninety-eight, when Doctor Edward Jenner published 
the first article on the protective influence of vaccination 
against Small Pox. 

Doctor Jenner had labored nearly twenty years or more 
upon this important discovery and he had practiced vaccina- 
tion two years before the publication of his paper. That this 
simple procedure, was protective against the dreaded disease, 
Small Pox, was common knowledge of the rural population 
of his native place, even before he began to study it, and 
long before he published his article which was destined to 
give it to the whole world. We have also reason to believe 
that the protective influence of cow-pox had long been known 
and practiced by the people in different parts of the world 
particularly in connection with the dairy business. 

That vaccination with cow-pox is nearly an absolute pro- 
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The advantage that the lymph taken from the cow has 
over that which true Small Pox yields, is that the cow virus 
never produces Small Pox which, as has been said before, the 
other often does; and that it is just as protective, though the 
number of pox is limited by the number of places into which 
the virus is inserted. The modification of the disease, by be- 
ing passed through the cow, consists in a loss of a part of its 
virulence or ability to cause true Small Pox, in all its original 
severity; yet protecting against it almost as completely las if 
that disease with its many dangers had been gone through 
with. No doubt, in the near future, we will be enabled to 
explain the protections of a modified virus in disease to a bet- 
ter advantage as our present knowledge is extended in this 
direction. For a long time Small Pox stood alone as a dis- 
ease which we could thus modify at will. No doubt this was 
a great factor in bringing about so much honest opposition. 

Fortunately time has changed this very much; a number 
of diseases can now be modified, or even prevented, by their 
own i)oisons when prepared in certain ways. The exi>eri- 
ments of Pasteur on hydrophobia are well known. The poison 
of that usually dangerous and fatal disease. Malignant Pus- 
tule, has been materially robbed of its virulency, so that a 
virus obtained from it produces but an insignificant disturb- 
ance of the animals experimented upon, at the same time af- 
fording complete protection against infection with the actual 
pure poison of this disease. Pneumonia is another disease 
that animals can be protected against by vaccinating them 
with a modified poison of that disease, and lastly, we are in- 
formed that Diphtheria can not only be prevented but actu- 
ally cured with the original Diphtheria poison by passing it 
through certain animals. These discoveries ought to go a 
good ways towards convincing the opponents to vaccination, 
what is possible with one disease is not beyond possibility 
with another, many diseases being more or less related, at 
least in their symptoms. 
TMien vaccination is carefully performed with lymph ob- 
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tender and swollen; the child at this time is fretful and rest- 
less, the appetite is impaired. All of these disturbances sub- 
side rapidly as the blister is transformed into a dry crust. 

It sometimes happens that the areola, or redness that sur- 
rounds the place of vaccination spreads over the entire body. 
It is not a serious matter though it is always best to consult 
a physician concerning it The disturbances of the system 
as here related increase in severity with the age of the person 
vaccinated. They are mildest in infancy. 

All authorities agree that the age most suitable for vaccina- 
tion IS about the fourth month. Children at this age do not 
suffer much constitutional disturbance, as has already been 
said. And then again, a child at this age ought to be kept 
in about the same temperature, irrespective of season, which 
is not so essential in older children, nor is it always possible 
to do so with them. Infants at this age have, as a rule, not 
reached the troublesome period of teething, which often causes 
them much annoyance, if not actual sickness. In Small Pox 
epidemics no child can be vaccinated too soon. 

We are informed by reliable authority that all persons are 
susceptible to both Small Pox and vaccination; and that in 
those cases in which vaccination is not successful, that either 
the operation or the virus were at fault. This may be true, 
but it is the experience of almost every physician, that the 
same virus and the same careful vaccination will, every now 
and then, fail to result in success; the person evidently is not 
susceptible to the favorable action of the virus at these par- 
ticular times. For this reason it is proper to again vaccinate 
in a short time after a failure. 

The rules of the State Board of Health of Wisconsin re- 
quire two vaccinations at short intervals, if the first operar 
tion fail, and subsequently once a year for all children that 
attend either public or parochial schools, until the vaccination 
Is successful. 

There are no reasons why all infants should not be vacci- 
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nated provided they are in good healtiL No one would think 
of vaccinating a sick child. 

There is one disease that likes to engraft itself npon vaccina-^ 
tion, as well as npom any other open wound of the surface, 
ana that is Erysipelas; if any of the members in a family are, 
or recently have been, ill with this disease, vaccination in 
such cases should be deferred, to avoid infecting the child with! 
this troublesome malady. 

I have purposely avoided giving statistics in large figures 
to show that great good has come from the discovery and 
application of vaccination; these figures are contained in al- 
most every encyclopoe^ia article on this subject and can be 
readily referred to by those who are interested in this sub- 
ject. 
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SCHOOL HYGIENE.

UX)on the formation of the Committee it was thought best 
to divide the work among the members, assigning a separate 
department to each. It has been found in practice, however, 
that the ground has not been fairly covered by this plan. 
Long and careful special papers have been prepared and pub- 
lished by some of the members, while others, though deeply 
interested in the work, have not found time to treat their as- 
signed subjects in a manner which would justify them in pub- 
lishing results. It has, therefore, seemed best to the Chair- 
man of the Committee to take the responsibility of drawing 
up a brief but comprehensive statement of principles, cover- 
ing all the topics; submitting the whole to each member, and 
presenting the matter to the Section of State Medicine. It 
seems desirable in doing this, to avoid statements which are 
open to reasonable doubt. It is thought that the most useful 
result can be gained by a simple untechnical presentation of 
facts omitting discussions, statistics and arguments, with the 
object of securing the attention of school authorities, teachers, 
builders, and others interested in education. 

A— SITE, DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE OF SCHOOL 

BTJILDmGS. 

1. Good Light. — ^This point has been seriously neglected in 
many city sites, for financial reasons. The neglect to secure 
good light has been demonstrated to be an important cause

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and Tinderdrained if necessary, as to become dry within an 
hour after a rain. Dry walks should lead to the ont-bnildings. 

5. Out-huildings. — If privies are employed, they shonld 
never be within fifty feet of the main building. They should 
be separate for the sexes, with entirely separate paths of ac- 
cess, and having a board fence between. Dry earth or sifted 
ashes should be sprinkled over the contents once a day. The 
entire contents should be removed once a fortnight. The re- 
ceptacle must be so constructed that such removal can be ef- 
fected easily and completely; or it should itself be removable 
with its contents. An iron trough on wheels or a metal i>all 
is suggested. 

Urinals must not be made of iron, and they had better not 
be made of any metal. Impervious material, such as glass 
or oiled slate, is best. Cement is very objectionable from its 
porosity. Joints between slabs should be perfectly tight. 

6. Water-closets- — ^When a supply of water is at hand, water 
closets are the best arrangement. They may either be single^ 
or may consist of long troughs corresponding to a number of 
seats. The pan closet is undesirable, since its inner parts 
are not freely cleansed by the flow of water. Of the simpler 
forms of closet, all those which do not furnish a quick and 
free discharge of water, cleansing the bowl thoroughly and 
removing all the contents within a few seconds, are to be 
absolutely rejected. A noisy apparatus is exceedingly ob- 
jectionable for closets which are placed (e. g., for teachers' 
use) in the vicinity of schoolrooms; the noise may proceed 
either from the tank or the basin. 

One of the simplest forms of apparatus for schools is the 
long tank of cement or iron placed under the range of seats. 
The bottom is covered with a few inches of water, and slopes 
to an outlet so that by raising a plug the whole contents are 
quickly discharged into the sewer, after which cleansing i» 
easily effected by a hose and broom. The addition of an au- 
tomatic flushing apparatus acting spontaneously at fixed in- 
tervals has been found desirable. 
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will answer well. The oblong shape is desirable. If the 
dimensions here given are exceeded in length, there will be 
difficulty on the teacher's i)art in supervision and on the 
scholars' part in seeing what the teacher may show or write 
on the board. 'A greater depth or distance from the windows 
than twenty-fonr feet will impair the lighting. 

3. Illumination. — The lighting of a room for school work 
requires a much larger allowance of window space than is 
needed for dwellings. The windows must be square-headed, 
and brought very near the ceiling; there must be no projec- 
tions (cornices, piazzas, Italian shades) to interfere with the 
free entrance of light The total amount of window glass on 
a liberal allowance may equal one-fifth the floor space; if fully 
exposed to the sky, less will suffice. Koller shades are of 
most use when the roller is placed at the foot of the window. 
Light coming wholly from one side (viz., the left hand) if suf- 
ficient in amount, is the best for the eyes; if this plan in any 
case appears likely to give insufficient lighting, owing to local 
conditions, windows may be added at the back, i)ossibly also at 
the right (but in the latter case, at a very high level). Windows 
in front of the pupils are very injurious to the sight. The 
wall should be colored of a neutral tint, or with a faint shade 
of blue or green if liked. The ceiling should be white. It 
must have no cross beams placed transversely to the light. 
Blackboards must not be placed between windows. 

4. Miscellaneous. — The size of recitation rooms must be 
planned upon the same principle as that of schoolrooms, viz., 
that of allowing 200 cubic feet per scholar. 

It is desirable, where possible, to limit the height of a build- 
ing to two stories above the street, inasmuch as injury not in- 
frequently results from the excessive strain of climbing up- 
stairs. 

Accommodations for hanging clothes should be furnished 
outside of class rooms, with good provision for ventilation. 
Enclosed spaces in the halls, open at top and bottom, are suit- 
able. 
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amounts of air; that the amoTint should be calculated, and 
the size of the flues determined before the house is planned; 
that true economy requires us to consider the system of heat- 
ing and that of ventilation as inter-dependent parts of one 
and the same problem; and that both should form a part of 
the original architectural design. 

The amount of fresh air to be brought into the building for 
each pupil should be 2,000 cubic feet per hour for younger 
children (under 10) and 3,000 for high school pupils. These 
amounts are calculated from the assumptions that the ex- 
ternal " pure " air contains an average of 4 parts of CO2 in 
10,000; and that when the CO2 has increased under the in- 
fluence of respiration, to the amount of more than 6 in 10,000, 
the air may be considered "impure." Dilution, to the extent 
mentioned above, will keep the air of the room below the 
point of "impurity," here assumed. The purity required by 
this standard is such that persons coming fresh from out of 
doors will not perceive any distinct closeness in the air of 
the schoolroom. 

As regards the relative requirements at different ages, it 
may be assumed as proportionate to the different amounts of 
CO2 exhaled by people of different ages. In the case of 
children of 8 years, it is about two-thirds as much as in young 
persons of 15. 

If a lower standard of supply is taken (say 1000-1500 c. f . 
per hour), there will be a perceptible deficiency of purity, 
which will have to be made up by an hourly opening of the 
windows on the occasion of recess. 

If the cubic contents of a schoolroom equal 200 c. f. per 
head, the entire air contents of the room will thus be re- 
newed every four to six minutes. It is found by exi)erience 
that the draught caused by the in-rushing air need not be 
troublesome in rooms which allow this amount of space per 
inmate. It is recommended that this be the average allow- 
ance of space. 

In testing air for CO. it is important to take samples from 
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air thus overheated is apt to have an odor which indicates 
that it has been in some way injured in the process. 

The locality from which the air supply is drawn should of 
course be such as to avoid impurities — dusf, smoke and bad 
smells. > 

A system of ventilation which is working well and suffi- 
ciently will produce a near equality of temperature in all 
parts of the room. The difference between the temperature 
at the floor level and that at five feet from the floor should 
not exceed 5 degrees. 

A system is efficient in proportion as it maintains its activ- 
ity under widely varying outside temperatures. Ventilation 
is needed lat 40 degrees as much as at zero, but it is much 
harder to keep up a sufficient action in the former case. If 
the system is based on the draught of heated flues, 
some additional means for increasing the heat of the flues 
ought to be available for such mild weather. 

The relative humidity of air commonly breathed in our 
winter climate is low, compared with that in Western Europe. 
It becomes of necessity still lower when warmed. It is not, 
however, proved that the dryness thus obtained is generally 
prejudicial to health, either in schools or hospitals, although 
some individuals appear to require greater moisture. A part, 
if not the whole, of the unpleasant effect of breathing super- 
heated air is due to the bad ventilation, and the excessive 
temperature. 

The thermometer placed at five feet from the floor should 
mark an average of 65 degrees to 70 degrees in our climate. 
This is considerably higher than is found desirable in Western 
Europe. 

It is to be presumed that the entering air is warmer than 
that which leaves the room, since it contributes a fraction of 
its heat for the warming of the walls and windows. If intro- 
duced at the upper part of the room,' it will therefore fall 
towards the flood by degrees as it becomes cooled. Hence, 
a level near the floor is a natural one for its exit. The propor- 
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with students, expends 50 per cent, more coal than the same 
building empty and closed, the temperature being the same. 
This difference would be greatly lessened if we could com- 
pare the case of a well ventilated, occupied building with one 
badly ventilated and occupied; the latter wasting, as it does, 
a considerable amount of heat by open windows and by the 
overheating which often accompanies bad ventilation. It is 
certain that the additional annual expense per pupil, of the 
best ventilation, need not exceed the price of one or two cheap 
lunches. The effect of perfect ventilation, where it has been 
tried, is, to increase the pupil's power of work about 50 per 
cent, which is a direct saving to the town that pays for his 
schooling, to which must be added the gain in public health 
(which is not easily to be estimated), since a large percentage 
of school children are suffering at present a perceptible dimin- 
ution of vigor from the effects of foul school air. 
' The employment of automatic regulators for keeping school- 
rooms at a given temperature is recommended as both eco- 
nomical and healthful. Modern methods often uselessly over- 
heat the cellar in which the furnaces stand. Waste steam 
from the boilers ought to be converted to the use of heating 
radiators. A liberal salary to janitors or engineers may in- 
sure a more intelligent control of the fuel . 

The available methods for compelling air to move in venti- 
lating flues are practically two: 1, the ascensive force of 
heated air; 2, fans driven by steam or electricity for forcing 
air into the room or drawing it out by "suction.'' Eor the 
former method, it is generally desirable to make available 
the otherwise wasted heat of smoke flues, by causing them 
to run in the foul-air shaft 

D— PERSONAL HEALTH. 

1. A minimum age for entering primary schools may proj)- 
erly be stated as five completed years. 

2. The program of daily work for little children should be 
widely different from that for older ones. A forenoon session 
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cocoa and plain food would be very beneficial in the case of 
many city schools. Lunch, is not a superfluity, but a neces- 
sity, in cases where long sessions and distant residences keep 
the pupils away from home five or six hours at a time. 

5. The systems of calisthenics in common use — ^free-hand 
exercises in full class rooms, for five minutes at a time — 
serve a very useful purpose as a partial relaxation, but are 
quite inadequate, considered as a means of bodily develop- 
ment. For the latter purpose, gymnastic traming of a more 
serious kind is very desirable. Its influence is felt in the de- 
velopment of the mental faculties; it adds force and firmness 
to the moral nature; it furnishes an important correction of 
those depressant influejices of city life, which have a tendency 
to lower the vitality of millions of our population at the pres- 
ent time. It is hoped that the systematic teaching of gym- 
nastics to all our public school children may soon become an 
indispensable part of the school course, but it must always 
be remembered that the more violent athletic sports tend to 
heart strain and other disabilities that shorten life. 

6. iThe habit of constipation is often acquired as a result 
of deprivation of bodily freedom, and confinement to a stoop- 
ing or sitting posture, together with the mental tension of 
school work and the sense of constraint. In order to avoid 
this great evil and its frequent attendant. Dyspepsia, it is 
desirable to give recess with liberty of play out of doors, as 
often as is convenient. This is especially applicable to young 
children. Retention of urine now and then occurs under too 
strict school discipline, and may work serious injury. The 
friendly oversight of a teacher at recess is desirable, often in- 
dispensable . 

E— EYESIGHT. 

The eyes are often affected injuriously by school work car- 
ried to excess, or conducted amid unwholesome surroundings. 
There is a strong tendency to the production of near-sighted- 
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muscles of the eye, are rather common in school children; they 
often cause headache and other forms of illness. The remedy 
lies in the use of suitable glasses, as prescribed by physicians. 
Test-types may properly be used by teachers to ascertain 
what scholars have marked defects of sight. 

F— sa:nitaey administration of schools. • 

The duties comprised under this head may properly be in- 
trusted to one man in small places; in large towns a division 
of work will be necessary. The officer upon whom the charge 
is laid — or in all cases, the chief officer — must be a well edu- 
cated physician, with a special and praxjtical knowledge of 
sanitary science. He should be appointed by the school au- 
thorities. He is here designated the medical school officer. 
It is the duty of this officer to satisfy himself (by personal 
inspection, if necessary) that all children admitted to school 
are protected, either by successful vaccination or a previous 
attack of the disease, against Small Pox. He should also 
formulate, and have power to enforce, in conjunction with 
the state or municipal health officers, regulations to prevent 
the disseminations of infectious diseases through the schools. 

All plans for school buildings, premises and appliances 
should be submitted for his approval in sanitary points. Per- 
sonally or by deputy he should examine all buildings and 
premises, with reference to the arrangements for ventilation 
and heating, size and lighting of rooms, furniture, water clos- 
ets, urinals, drains, plumbing, water supply, safety from fire, 
and other points affecting health or safety. He should have 
the right of entrance at all times, and should be armed with 
ample powers. 

The medical school officer should give personal instruction 
to teachers, of a practical kind, embracing: 1, an explanation 
of the existent sanitary regulations, with such physiological 
reasons and comments as may seem called for; 2, explanation 
of the sanitary arrangements existing in the schools, their 
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practical management, and so much, of the theory as may 
seem desirable; 3, explanation of the structure and use of the 
eye, and other parts of the bodily frame, with remarks on 
food, clothing, recess, study and kindred topics, so far as it 
seems to him desirable and useful to enter upon such consid- 
erations. 

The said officer has medical authority in cases of immedi- 
ate exigency, but is not authorized or expected to bestow fur- 
ther medical care as a part of his official duty. The extent 
to which personal medical inspection of scholars is made, and 
individual medical adyice is given, must vary much with, dif- 
ferent classes of the population. It is not susceptible of ex- 
tended adoption at present in America* 
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EXTRACTS FROM HEALTH OFFICERS' CORRE 

SPONDENCE. 



Following tlie custom adopted in previous rei)orts of this 
Board, extracts from health, officers' correspondence, in various 
parts of the state, are herewith presented. 

The amount of this correspondence is very large and it is 
impossible, in this reiwrt which is restricted by law to two 
hundred pages for two years, to give but the briefest extracts 
from the same. Many of the reports received contain but 
very little information, while others, and especially those 
coming from health officers who receive a salary (which num- 
ber is very limited) contain more that is of interest. An at- 
tempt has been made to condense to the smallest limit the 

more salient i)oints presented in the correspondence. 
The extracts are arranged alphabetically in counties and 

in the counties alphabetically by towns and cities, as in the 

preceding reports. 

ADAMS COUNTY. 

Quincy Tp. — ^Reports that since the appointment of the pres- 
ent board of health there has been no occasion to call it together.' 
Scarlet Fever in light form existed last winter. Houses were 
placarded and disinfection employed. The law which requires 
the rei)orting of dangerous contagious diseases is generally ob- 
served. Twenty per cent, of the people have been vaccinated 
during the past five years. Ten per cent, of school children 
are vaccinated arriving at school age. The general result of 
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BAHEON COUNTY. 

Barron Tp. — There has been very little sickness. No 
deaths from Diphtheria and Scarlet Fever and only one death 
from Typhoid Fever, during the past year. Sanitary laws 
relative to reporting contagious diseases not generally ob- 
served. The most general reason for non-compliance, I be- 
lieve, is that many do not call a physician early enough. Not 
more than one in a hundred of children vaccinated before ar- 
riving at school age," but rule of the State Board of Health 
requiring vaccination is generally observed. I believe the 
rule of the State Board of Health requiring vaccination an 
excellent one. Cannot some law be passed at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature whereby everybody who is vaccinated 
may have the operation performed at the expense of the 
state? My observation has been that Small Pox is carried 
more frequently by adults than it is by children of school 
age and if the exi)ense were borne by the state I think that 
nearly everybody could be vaccinated. Re-vaccination, after 
a certain period, is in my opinion just as necessary as primary 
vaccination. I believe the rule has been much more generally 
observed where the operation has been done at the public ex- 
pense.

Nearly all inhabitants have been vac- 
cinated within the past five years. About twenty-five per 
cent, of children vaccinated before arriving at school age.

Bayfield. — ^Reports board of health, meets once a month, and 
its proceedings apad orders are regularly recorded. Health, 
othcer given authority to act in emergency. Special sanitary 
work has consisted of a careful cleaning of all sources of fQth 
and abatement of nuisances as they occurred. Put in new 
sewers and flushed and inspected old ones. No unsanitary 
conditions exist at the present time. Sickness during the past 
year has been less than ever before. Have had no cases of 
contagious disease. The law requiring the reporting of dan- 
gerous contagious disease and the rule of the State Board of 
Health requiring vaccination are complied with. The general 
result of efforts to restrict the spread of contagious disease 
has been encouraging. Prevention of disease is cheai)er thaai 
a cure. We pride ourselves upon keeping our village clean 
and healthy all the year around, and are rewarded by freedom 
from fevers and other filth diseases.

Drummond Tp. — ^Board of health gives health oflftcer' author- 
ity to act in its name in any emergency and at times when 
the board is not in session. All of the yards of every house, 
alleys, sewers, and streets are cleaned. Almost every person 
from one year up, that has not been vaccinated before, has 
been vaccinated during the past year.

Washburn. — Health officer authorized by board to act in 
emergency. We have had much less Typhoid Fever in the 
villlage this season than formerly but many have been 
brought in from the lumber camps. The law requiring the 
reporting of dangerous contagious diseases generally ob- 
served. Vaccination rule of the State Board of Health ob- 
served. General result of efforts to restrict the spread of 
contagious disease very encouraging. I find a disposition on 
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outhouses, and extension of mouth in main sewer into the 
river. We have five ' private sewers opening- into a slough 
running through the city. We have ordered them closed and 
directed them to open into the city sewer just constructed. 
Law in relation to reporting dangerous contagious diseases 
generally observed. Eule of State Board of Health requiring 
vaccination generally observed.

No sanitary work re- 
quired, and none done except as to vaccination, which was paid 
by the different school boards. No unsanitary conditions ex- 
isting at the present time, to our knowledge. There has been 
less sickness this year than usual. The law requiring the 
reporting of dangerous contagious diseases and the rule of 
the State Board of Health generally observed. General re- 
sult of efforts to restrict the spread of contagious disease 
encouraging.

Eockland Tp. — Board of Health has met once, when it or- 
ganized, adjourning sine die. There has been no necessity 
for a second meeting. Proceedinigs were recorded. Health 
officer is given authority to act in emergency. No special san- 
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convinced me that an error is committed every time that a 
physician is appointed to the office of health officer in any 
locality within the United States, except directly under the 
supervision of the United States government. The generally 
expressed prejudices of the people for their family attendant 
and the relations which naturally bind the physician to his 
family are a great hindrance to the execution of the rules 
and regulataions of the state and local boards of health. Some 
of the reasons why our efforts to restrict or control dangerous 
contagious diseases have been extremely discouraging are: 
First, little or no compensation; second, the existence in our 
county of a district attorney who rules against us saying the 
health officer must be a physician.

There has been a thorough vaccination of all 
school children, and we have {>repared a pest house at the ex- 
pense of about $300.00 for; any case of Small Pox that may 
occur. There are some outbuildings here that are in bad 
shape but the general condition of the city (sanitary condi- 
tion) is the best in the state. For the past two years all con- 
tagious diseases have been thoroughly quarantined. Upon 
receiving report of contagious disease, the house is immedi- 
ately placed under strict quarantine and spcial officers aj)- 
pointed to guard all virulent contagious diseases, as Diphthe- 
ria, Scarlet Fever, etc. The general result of efforts to re- 
strict the spread of contagious diseases has been very encour- 
aging. The city of Chippewa Falls boasts of its good water 
supply and drainage. In this lies the secret of its sanitary 
condition. Previous to the establishing of pur water plant 
and sewerage. Malarial and Typhoid Fever found a fertile soil 
here, but now it is very seldom we see either. One case of 
Typhoid Fever has developed in this city for the past two 
years. There have been a number of Typhoid Fever cases 
treated at St. Joseph's Hospital in this city but the cases 
have all come from the northern part of the state, from Min- 
nesota, Dakota and Michigan.

The board of health of this city are 
very willing and ready to do anything they can for the health, 
of the city, with one exception: I have asked for a building 
for an eergency hospital, or pest house, to be provided and 
ready for any cases of Small Pox that may occur, but as yet 
no satisfactory building has been provided but think there 
will be before long. It gives me pleasure to state that Port- 
age is one of the healthiest, if not the very healthiest place 
in the state. Malaria is a thing unknown here, and I am un- 
able to say that Typhoid Fever has ever developed here. 
Our water supply is from wells and from the Wisconsin river 
through our system of waterworks. The Wisconsin comes 
from the northwest through sandy country and the water is 
soft and excellent. The soil in the immediate vicinity of 
Portage is sandy and its absorbing qualities are such that 
we have very little trouble with the vaults of outhouses, or 
cess pools, etc. Have no system of sewerage yet but hope to 
have in a year or two. Generally si)eaking the sanitary con- 
dition of the city is first class.

— Board of liealtli authorizes health, officer to 
act in its name in emergency and at times when board is not 
in session. The streets, and alleys adjacent, cellars, etc., 
have been cleaned and all low places are being drained with 
tiling. All privies are receiving proper attention, also barns 
and all outhouses. The law requiring reporting of contagious 
diseases generally observed. The greater protion of the 
children have been vaccinated. General result of efforts 
to restrict spread of contagious disease very encouraging. 
Our water supply is abundant and pure, most of the popula- 
tion being supplied by artesian wells. Contagious diseases^ 
with the exception of the milder form of Whooping Cough 
and Measles, are scarcely know here.

Hazel Green Tp.— Reports that the board of health does not 
meet regularly, and that its proceedings and orders are not 
regularly recorded. The position of health officer is strictly an 
honorary one, no salary attached. The law requiring contagious 
diseases to be reported is generally observed. The rule of 
the State Board of Health requiring vaccination is rigidly 
enforced in the village. Usually the board of health is sus- 
tained and endorsed by all good citizens. The health officer 
should be a physician, and should receive a salary, or at 
least a fair compensation for the work he does. Last winter 
I spent considerable time, as well as some money, in comply- 
ing with the rules of the State Board in regard to vaccination, 
but so far have not received one cent for my trouble. I am 
in favor of compulsory vaccination, and would favor a section 
added to the public health laws compelling all children under 
five years to be vaccinated. I would also favor a fixed salary 
for health officers, or in place thereof, fixed fees for certain 
work, said salary or fee to be regulated by amount of work 
performed, or in the proportion to the population of jurisdiction 
over which he is appointed. I would favor regular meetings 
of the board of health whether there was any business to be 
brought before it or not. I would favor a monthly report to 
the State Board instead of yearly, giving number of cases sick 
and what disease, whether contagious or not; also births and 
deaths — deaths from all diseases, whether contagious or not. 
When the reporting of sickness by health officers is required 
only during epidemics, the chances are that they will never 
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I have condemned privies and had them replaced by new ones, 
several persons have thanked me for suggesting dry earth 
closets for private use instead of vaults; others feel thankful 
that a scavenger cleaned out the old vault rather than dig 
new ones. Several families are using hot air closets; also 
the schools, and other public buildings, with satisfaction. 
The smell while burning them out is often offensive to tke 
neighbors. The privy nuisance is growing less every year 
instead of becoming more complicated, as I found it when 
I became health officer, three years ago. Drains are the 
most troublesome now. It is hard to get the city council 
to carry out the suggestions of the health officer. Our city 
ordinances are weak on the subject of quarantine. Waste 
from tables are burned or buried, except in hotels where it 
is carted away. We allow no pig-pens in blocks where sev- 
eral houses are execpt in winter, and Very few hogs are kept 
anywhere in town. One large spring, wells and cisterns fur- 
nish the water supply. It is off lime rock, and is pure. Our 
school houses are well ventilated, while our churches are 
not. Contagion never makes much progress here. Whoop- 
ing Cough was general, being in the school last year. Mea- 
sles occurred during vacation. Scarlet Fever was mostly in 
isolated cases, as also Mumps. No Diphtheria here since I 
have been health officer, and only two cases of Typhoid Fever.

Since this board have been in control 
have stamped out the disease by strict enforcement of quar- 
antine. The rule of the State Board of Health requiring vac- 
cinataion is generally observed. The experience of our city 
with health officers has been anything but satisfactory, the 
reason I assign for this has been that our physicians have 
been and are now exceedingly jealous of each other and have 
sought on the one hand to cripple the business of the physi- 
cian who happened at the time to be the health officer, and 
on the other hand the physician who was the health officer 
endeavored to advance his own private interests by being very 
lenient and lax whenever he was the attending physician 
in any case. This feeling led to an outbreak against the 
board of health last June when we had a large number of 
cases of Dijxhtheriia and Scarlet Fever and a number of 
deaths, and each physician giving a different diagnosis or 
blaming the health officer for lax methods. The 
present board w%as then appointed and took immedi- 
ate steps to enforce a strict quarantine in all cases, 
and were successful in stamping out the disease at 
least for the time being, although we are watching for 
another outbreak when cold weather sets in and the people are 
getting out winter clothing, as we fear there have been many 
cases where no endeavor whatever was made at disinfection 
during the course of the disease or thereafter. As for my

Nothing has ever been done 
and nothing ever will be done until the physicians practicing 
in that territory take the initiatory steps. I would estimate 
that 30 per cent of all the children had Whooping Cough dur- 
ing the last year, but attended church and school and freely 
intermingled with others. Practically nothing was done med- 
ically as the impression prevails that nothing can be done. 
Not a single case of contagious disease, including Small Pox, 
was reported. Vaccination was totally neglected until Small 
Pox broke out. Three-fourths of the children of school age 
are vaccinated. The rule of the State Board of Health re- 
quiring vaccination is not observed.

Manitowoc City.— Reports 9,000 inhabitants. Board of health 
meets monthly. Its proceedings and orders regularly re- 
corded. Health officer given authority to act in emergency. 
A block of foul water exists in the 3rd ward which is a source 
of danger. It is to be filled up. Pig-pens within business 
portions of the city cause much complaint. The health officer 
has repeatedly asked the city council to abolish them. The 
locality has been remarkably healthy. There have been dur- 
ing the year 1894, 5 cases of Small Pox. These cases occurred 
in a hotel with eight boarders. The place was quarantined 
and a detention hospital provided for the boarders. Suits 
for damages were threatened by boarders and proprietor, but 
up to date have not been commenced. The law requiring the 
reporting of dangerous contagious diseases and the mle of 
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rule of tlie State Board of Health requiring vaccination is not 
enforced as it should be. People claim it is no strict law 
as our adjacent towns do not obey it. The general result of 
efforts to restrict the spread of contagion has been somewhat 
discouraging. It has been the aim of the board of health 
to enforce vaccination and we did enforce it as far a.s school 
children were concerned. Now comes the remark "TMiv did 
you compel us to vaccinate; our neighboring towns do not 
vaccinate, why must we?

This year we had only two cases of Typhoid 
Fever, and bath patients were strangers. The law requiring 
the reporting of dangerous contagious disease observed. All 
school children were vaccinated last spring. Very few adults 
and no infants vaccinataed. General result of efforts to re- 
strict the spread of contagious disease encouraging. My field 
of observation is very small. However, the epidemic of 
Whooping Cough that we had here this fall was caused, pre- 
sumably, by the too sudden change in temperature. I have 
observed a recrudescence of the disease when we had those 
damp, foggy days, doubling every time the number of sick 
children, on the contrary, the bright sunny days a diminution 
has been noted. The cause of infection will be then in the 

atmosphere.

Marinette. — ^Reports 14,000 inhabitants. Salary of health 
officer $300.00 per year. Special sanitary work has consisted 
of cleaning alley, vaults and cess pools, removing any filth 
that has accumulated. The special sanitary work that the 
board of health will be called upon to remedy, as soon as we 
complete our present sewers, is water closets and cess pools 
in the business part of the city. Diphtheria and Scarlet 
Fever have been very rare. Typhoid Fever has been quite 
prevalent but was no doubt due to the laying of so much 
sewer and the removing of so much old sawdust. The law 
requiring the rejKxrting of dangerous contagious diseases 
generally observed; also the rule of the State Board of Health 
requiring vaccination. General result of efforts to restrict 
the spread of contagious disease is very encouraging.

I find since I became health officer 
that the town is remarkably healthy; the people are farmers, 
clean and industrious.

Sanitary work done consists 
of removal of dead animals, cleaning stock yards, etc. At the 
foot of Buffalo Lake there is a small but deep sink hole which 
is a place of deposit in high water, for dead fish and other 
waste from the lake. The law requiring the rei)orting of 
dangerous contagious disease is generally observed. All chil- 
dren are vaccinated and there is no objection raised to it. 
General result of efforts encouraging.

Greenfield. — ^Reports that the health officer is well paid for 
actual service; that the proceedings and orders of the board 
are regularly recorded'. No speclalj unsianitairy oonditionB 
exist. There has been an increase in Typhoid Fever, 18 cases 
of Small Pox and 5 deaths have occurred during the past year. 
The law requiring the reporting of dangerous contagious dis- 
ease and the rule of the State Board of Health requiring vac- 
cination are observed. I find great satisfaction in results ob- 
tained by measures to prevent spread of Typhoid and Diph- 
theria, and also Small Pox except in case of an outbreak 
when I find a considerable number who are possessed of the 
belief that it is dangerous to vaccinate. I believe I can state 
truthfully that one-half of our cases of Small Pox were the 
sad outcome of this belief. The general result of efforts to 
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ceedings and orders are regularly recorded. The health, offi- 
cer is authorized to act in emergency. The board has had 
one i)ond, considered and condemned as unsanitary, filled. 
It now has in progress of construction 3-4 of a mile of under- 
ground drainage and has ordered a section of low land 
drained. Village has been remarkably free from all conta- 
gious diseases. Our health ordinances require all cases to be 
reported to the health officer, who is empowered to enforce 
such regulations as he may deem necessary to public healthy 
and these laws are strictly complied with. Whiteflsh Bay 
is one of the healthiest localities in the country and is so in- 
dicated (Ko. 2) on the statistical map of the United States. 
The duties of the health officer have, therefore, been merely 
nominal up to date and his experience as such necessarily 
very limited.

A considerable portion of our town is but little 
elevated above the water level of Green Bay and Oconto river, 
consequently drainage is very poor. Tbe system of trap sew- 
erage is now being laid whicli it is hoped will materially im- 
prove our sanitary condition. We had more Diphtheria and 
Scarletina during the last winter and spring, 1894, than for 
, many years, but since June 1st have had comparatively little 
sickness of any kind. The law requiring the report of dan- 
gerous contagious disease generally observed, except in cases 
where no physician is called. The rule of the State Board of 
Health requiring vaccination is quite generally observed, 
and vaccination was quite general last winter. The 
general result of efforts to restrict the spread of con- 
tagious disease is encouraging as to the people but discour- 
aging as to the dogs and cats, which I believe to be among 
the chief agents in spreading contagion. My experience as 
health officer has not, I believe, been much different from that 
of other men in like position. In some cases I meet opposi- 
tion; in mo:$t cases a more or less cheerful co-operation.

During 
the fall of 1893 considerable Typhoid Fever; this year only 
two cases. The almost universal use of artesian well water 
I think, has lessened the number of cases of Typhoid Fever. 
The ordinary wells in the old part of the city I do not con- 
sider fit for use. Cases of Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria are 
promptly quarantined and the disease does not spread. Dan- 
gerous contagious diseases promptly reported. Up to about one 
year ago I might say that none were vaccinated. I think 
about 15 per cent, of the people here have been successfully 
vaccinated since. I have leason to think that a very small 
number of children attending school have been vaccinated 
as the school board and teachers have utterly ignored it. I 
think that the health officer, as a rule, holds a thankless posi- 
tion in a town of this size.

We have been remarkably free from all contagious diseases 
for the past year. General health has been better than any 
period for the past 12 years in this locality. The people take 
an interest in sanitary matters and are willing to help; our

My duties 
as health officer have been generally executed and nearly all 
cases of laxity in cleanliness in public or private places re- 
ported to the board have been turned over to me to adjust. 
There is but little complaint outside of back yards, pig-pens 
and privies; some of these have been neglected. To all these 
complaints I have always promptly responded and generally 
succeeded in getting these abuses corrected with tolerable 
promptness, while I have spent considerable time in looking 
up cases or looking for cases that have not been reported. 
We have stock yards in the city that are used constantly and 
have been a subject of considerable discussion and a little 
city legislation, and while there is a good deal of complaint from 
dwellers in the near vicinity, they have been pretty well kept 
We have no system of sewerage except ditches along the 
streets though the natural drainage is good. There should be 
a large sewer on Second street parallel with the Main street, 
a matter which I have frequently urged and in which I have 
had some support. The exemption of the city from any prevail- 
ing disease for the past season is remarkable. The only thing 
that has taken on the character of an epidemic is a bowel 
trouble accompanied with little fever and only occasionally 
marked by any hemorrhage of any significance. Few cases 
were seen by physician and were of short duration.

Plover. — ^Reports that contagious diseases are not generally 
reported. Majority of people and children are vaccinated. I 
desire to offer a suggestion as to the registering of births and 
deaths. During my short stay here of only one year I know 
of several deaths that have occurred, some of them suddenly 
and under suspicious circumstances, that have not been re- 
corded. Now I would suggest that it be made obligatory for 
friends or others to obtain a certificate of death and as to the 
cause of death from a physician and that no undertaker nor 
minister nor any person be allowed to officiate or assist in the 
burial of said dead person till such certificate be obtained, under 
a suitable penalty. It seems to me that the form of death certifi- 
cate which we have is very imperfect. (I would also sug- 
gest that the county pay the physician or i)erson passing in 
the certificate 25 cents instead of 15 cents.) As to the birth cer- 
tificates, I would add lines for the ages of each parent, also 
the number of children that have been bom and the number 
that have died and the age at death. These are only sug- 
gestions, but I think if they were carried out our records 
would be more complete and the statistics more reliable. In 
the case of compelling undertakers and ministers to secure 
a physician's certificate of death and its cause, many a crime 
might be unearthed and infanticide discovered which is now 
hidden and the criminals, though known or suspected, go un- 
punished.

Health officer is given author- 
ity to act in emergency. The greatest trouble we have is the 
city of Racine scavengers leaving night soil on our territory. 
Very few unsanitary conditions existing at the present time. 
Three-fourths of the children are vaccinated before arriving 
at school age. The rule of the State Board of Health requir- 
ing vaccination has been observed the past few months. Gen- 
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eral result of efforts to restrict tile spread of comtagious dis- 
ease encouraging.

Racine City. — ^Reports estimated population of 26,000. Board 
meets only upon call of health, officer. All proceedings and 
orders are recorded. Health officer receives salary of $200 per 
year and he is authorized to act in emergency. Duck Creek 
and Blue Rirer, small streams that become dry at times, are 
a "catch-all" for garbage and other filth which citizens do not 
know what else to do with. The death in wards through 
which they run is higher than in other portions of the city. 
The past year, 1894, 72 less deaths from all causes have oc- 
curred than we had last year and 35j less deaths from con- 
tagious diseases. The law requiring the reporting of dan- 
gerous contagious diseases is pretty generally observed. The 
public schools are reported as having certificates of vaccina- 
tion but of the 1,075 children in the private schools only 428 
lare vaccinated. The figures of physicians show that only a 
trifle over one-fifth of the population were vaccinated within 
the year 1894. My short experience as health officer has thor- 
oughly convinced me that some city governments do not real- 
ize the importance of sanitary science. The average ward 
I>olitician looks upon it as a "fad'' and it only meets his views 
when there is a "rake-off" in sewer contracts or a "soft snap'' 
for some i)olitical loafer. If health departments could be 
kept out of politics and a *Tvill-off" could be invented that 
would exterminate that pest and microbe known as "ward 
wire puller" we could accomplish astounding results at small 
cost. Another drawback, and a serious one, is the lack of pro- 
fessional courtesy among the better class of physicians which 
brings out so many glaring inconsistencies that the people are 
in doubt as to the benefits of sanitary science, and to 
strengthen tliis doubt there is a large class of newspapers 
who are willing to sacrifice truth for sensation and ducats, 
hence, the quacks and professional wind bags "have a cinch 
on the ear of the public." 
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The total expenditure, with, health, officer's salary, was $681.50. 
At the first meeting of the present board (1894) |2,500 was 
asked for. Xo reply came until August 6th and then they 
gave us $200. This so discouraged the board that by resolu- 
tion they declared all operations off. The council replied to 
this thrust by giving us |500 on September 25th, but this came 
so late we concluded to save this, with the balance left over 
of the |200, for a Small Pox contingent. The total amount 
of money, as shown by records, expended by the Racine 
health, department in the 15 years ending June 1, 1894, in- 
cluding health officers' salaries, is |3,101.25. 

I find the bulk of the objections to having houses placarded 
and premises quarantined come through the poo! poo! of some 
of the clergy and a few of our physicians. A divine kept Diph- 
theria in his ward a month and a half after we had driven it 
from the balance of the citv and nearly every family who fol- 
lowed his advice lost a member. When I see some of these 
senseless, reckless moves, made under such leadership, I am 
forced to the conclusion that he who leads is not actuated by 
superstition wholly but sees in every death an opportunity to 
work upon the sympathies of the living and thereby increase 
his chances of gaining a livelihood. Some of our physicians 
have objected to quarantine and two or three gave us much 
trouble until I adopted the following plan: Every morning 
when there is any contagion abroad, I report to principals 
and teachers of all schools the name and location of all cases 
that have been reported to me by physicians and police, and 
in return the principals and teachers rei)ort to me all cases 
of sickness reported by the children which is brought out by 
a series of questions propounded by teachers upon the as- 
sembling of school in the morning; we investigate all of these 
cases and in many instances have found bad cases of con- 
tagion and no physician in attendance. ^

Eagle Tp. — ^Reports that there is no special unsanitary con- 
dition and no contagious diseases to report. About 10 per 
cent, of the school children have been vaccinated. The rule 
of the State Board of Health is generally disregarded. In 
January, 1894, the local board of health met and drew up 
resolutions urging parents and guardians to comply with the 
rule of the State Board of HealJ:h by having school children 
under their charge vaccinated. These resolutions were posted, 
together with the rule of the State Board of Health, in five 
public places in the township as required by law; in conse- 
quence about 10 per cent, of the children of school age were 
vaccinated. Considerable opposition was manifested. Some 
declared they would not have their children vaccinated but 
would rather fight the law to the bitter end; others read 
stories of deaths caused by vaccination in the secular press 
and were afraid of dire results. And now some hysterical 
neurasthenics vaccinated some months ago say they have not 
had a well day since. 

There has been no general vaccination through this section 
for over thirty years and many adults are ei^tirely unprotected. 
School boai*ds do not oare to incur the enmity and op- 
position of the defiant "You can't make me;" the nervous "It 
will kill me;" and the indolent "It isn't necessary," classes 
and so do not do anything, and things will go on as in the 
past until perhaps Small Pox appears in the neighborhood, 
when vaccination will be submitted to as a necessity by most, 
for the people here manifest great fear and concern when a 
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present (1894) season. Law requiring reporting of contagious 

disease is not well observed. The rule of the State Board of 

Health requiring vaccination has been enforced and the peo- 
ple in the vicinity are very generally vaccinated. The people 

of the town have been very prompt to act in conjunction with, 
the board of health to abate nuisances. Sanitary laws are 
better understood by the general public. Our people are a 
reading community; sanitation is quite well understood, and 
makes it comparatively easy for a health officer. Our greatest 
trouble is with the local physicians who do not comply with, 
the law and report contagious diseases or any other statis- 
tics.

I have been pleased with the favor that all efforts 
to stop the spread of contagious diseases have been received 
by the people of my district. It has been my observation 
that as the water supply ha« \>e^o\we low we have more sick- 
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ness. The people receive their supply from deep wells but as 
these become low they consume the surface water whicli seems 
to be pregnant of disease .

law and I intend to do the same. I have met a few who knew 
so little of the laws that they thought the local board made 
the laws and they refused to obey.

Two cases of Small Pox have oc- 
curred during the past year, 1894; first case occurred about 
the IGth of July. As soon as diagnosed, report w^as made to 
the State Board of Health and quarantine effected as well 
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as could be doue in a very remote rural district. Town board 
nobly assisted the attending physician in his efforts to restrict 
and stamp out the disease. Everybody who had been ex- 
posed was A'aecinated as well as those in the neighborhood 
who were not exposed. On the 11th day of the disease the 
patient died of the most malignant form of confluent Small 
Pox. Four days thereafter the father of the deceased, who 
had had mild Sm^ll Pox when eight years of age in Ireland, 
was taken sick with Varioloid, but soon recovered. Clothes, 
bedding, and other valuables were burned in large quantities. 
About 30 pounds of sulphur was used for fumigation and after 
the whole house had been repeatedly scrubbed and white- 
w^ashed it was left open for six weeks or more before anybody 
returned to it. A physician in a neighboring tow^n who saw 
the first case with the attending physician on the fourth day 
after the eruption appeared, using the greatest precautions 
while in the room, such as tying a sponge on his nose and 
mouth soaked in a mercurial solution, doing his hair and hands 
up similarly and changing clothes after a bath as soon as he 
left the room in which he remained not more than one and 
one-half minutes, contracted the disease from which he died. 
This physician had never been successfully vaccinated, while 
the attending physician, who made in all 13 visits from five 
to fifteen minutes each, using only ordinary precautions, but 
who had been successfully vaccinated, escaped. There never 
was a plainer case in evidence favorable to vaccination than 
these two men afforded and the circumstance should be a les- 
son and a warning skeptics.

A campaign of education in sanitation will 
do more to banish infection than any other known agency, 
and unless the i>eople are educated into action, continuous and 
effective, we shall go on feeing doctors and undertakers; and 
blundering and needlesisly sacrifice the i)eoi)le of the state, all 
through infernal ignorance, little short of criminality. We can 
chain up a dog or a bull, or a glandered horse; but we must 
fight the people through all the courts before we can protect 
them from thir own infernal cussedness. Take it as a frank 
statement from an old wheelhorse, that we have 75 i)er cent, 
more sicknesis and mortality in the state of Wisoonsin than we 
should have if we would simply use the common sense God hajB 
given us. I desire to enter my protest against the propaga- 
tion of vaccine virus without some supervision of the state 
to protect her* citizens against the greed of irresponsible per- 
sons. The evil is not to be endured any longer, imless we want 
to convert the people of Wisconsin into anti-vacctnatiomists 
and invite one evil to escape another. And the medical men 
of this state want to say to the incoming legislature that this 
must be attended to at once and effectually.

WAUPACA cor:NTY. 

New London. — ^Reports that board of health has held no 
regular meetings. Health officer not given authority to act 
in emergency. Special sanitary work has consisted in dis- 
infecting a few privy vaults. There is a low spot of land in 
the northern part of the city that ought to be drained and 
filled. We have had no cases of Diphtheria or Scarlet Fever 
this year. The law requiring the reporting of dangerous con- 
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tagious diseases and the rule of the State Board of Health 
requiring vaccination are observed. We have had between 
fifteen and seventeen cases of Typhoid Fever this fall, and 
every case, so far, has been using fountain water coming from 
a depth of 150 to 200 feet, and below one or two beds of clay. 
It seems impossible for the disease to come from the water, 
as many who use the same fountain water are not afflicted 
with the disease, and in one family five have contracted the 
disease. It does not come from the milk or anything that is 
eaten, if it did the people on the south side would be afflicted 
in like proportion. Every one so far who has contracted the 
disease lives on low land and drinks fountain water. No 
one w^ho lives on high land has been' afflicted with it, although 
most of them use the same fountain water.

There are no special 
unsanitary conditions existing. Very few contagious diseases 
in this locality. The law requiring the report of dangerous 
contagious disease and the rule of the State Board of Health 
requiring vaccination generally observed, ^e results of 
efforts encouraging.

Weyauwega. — ^Reports the mill pond is in very unsanitary 
condition. At Waupaca, the town above us, there is a starch 
factory which dumps potato pulp and other refuse into the 
river which by the velocity of the current is carried down un- 
til it comes to our pond where it lodges and decomposes caus- 
ing a very offensive stench and at a certain stage of decom- 
I)osition it again rises to the surface where it is frozen in the 
ice. This being our only source for ice it will be readily seen 
that all ice used is a menace to the health of the village. 
There has been no Diphtheria here for ten years until last win- 
ter. By strict quarantine and closing the public schools, 
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it was confined to a few families. Contagious diseases are 
generally reported. Rule of the State Board of Health, reqnir- 
ing vaccination is observed in the village. Have been health 
oflScer here for four years and am pleased to state that I have 
always had the hearty co-operation of the i)eople in every- 
thing that related to better sanitation or suppressing any 
epidemic of contagious disease.

Law requiring the report of dangerous con- 
tagious disease generally observed; also the rule of the State 
Board of Health requiring vaccination.

The law re- 
quiring the reporting of dangerous contagious disease would be 
observed if there were any cases to report. The rule of the 
State Board of Health requiring vaccination is strictly ob- 
served in the township.

Memashiu — ^Rei)orts 5,000 inJiabitaiits. Healtli officer author- 
ized to act in emergency. There has been less sickness during 
the piast year, 1894, than usual. Fourteen cases of Small Pox 
with 6 deaths have occurred. The law requiring the report of 
dangerous contagious disease not observed. No children are al- 
lowed to attend public school unless they are vaccinated. 
General result of efforts to restrict the spread of contagious 
disease encouraging. 

Oshkosh. — ^Rei)orts an estimated population of 30,000. Health 
officer receives a salary and is authorized by the board to act 
in emergency. Numerous foul privies and pig-pens, livery 
stables without sewer connection, exist, as special unsanitary 
conditions, the city sewers emptying themselves into the river 
and lake, from which the water supply is obtained, the only 
safeguards being the filters at the pumping station. Diph- 
theria and Scarlet Fever reported; Typhoid Fever not re- 
IK>rted. No reports received from deaths of these diseases. 
The rule of the State Board of Health requiring vaccination 
is generally observed. Scarlet Fever during the year 1894 
has been very mild in type; many cases not being confined to 
bed at all. Diphtheria, as a rule, has been of a mild form 
for this year, 1894, though several deaths have occurred. The 
exact number cannot be stated as deaths are not reported 
officially. It seems almost impossible (unless by rigid quar- 
antine) to restrain members of a family where a contagious 
disease exists from going abroad as usual. They deem the 
placard on the house as a sufficient precaution against the 
spread of the disease. Our water supply is from private wells 
and from Lake Winnebago. The wells are subject to more or 
less contamination by their proximity to foul privies and 
barns. Our sewers all empty either into the lake direct or in- 
to the river which empties into the lake. The intake pipe at 
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the pumping station being situated between the two points 
of discharge of the sewers, the intake pipe extends out into 
the lake some 600 or 700 feet from the shore line. The water 
company has a system of filters through w^hich the water must 
pass before it reaches the mains for distribution. It is claimed 
by the company that fewer cases of contagious and infectious 
diseases occur in families supplied by them with water, than 
among those who depend on wells for their supply. Neverthe- 
less the system is wrong and people will only see it and be- 
lieve when an epidemic of Typhoid invades their homes, then 
and only then will a cry go up that will compel the removal 
of the pumping station to a point above the city that will in- 
sure purity to begin with and not be as it is now found by 
many to be a filtered dilution of the discharges from the sew- 
ers.

Utica Tp. — ^Reports that there hasi been no special work done 
except to notify all school boards of the rule of the State Board 
of Health requiring children to be vaccinated who attend 
school. No special unsanitary conditions exist. In no in- 
stance has a case of contagious disease been reported by the 
attending physician; I can give no reason except a criminal 
disregard of law and duty. We have found it impossible to 
prevent the intercourse of families having Diphtheria and 
Scarlet Fever, although warning cards were posted and it is 
strange that the disease has not been spread. People point 
to this fact as evidence that these diseases are not contagious.
